“PARIS, Feb. 14.—This week-end finds 
the French capital at fever heat over the 
financial situation, Just twelve months 
after the franc began the drop which 
took it to 28 to the dollar and 120 to 
the pound, after which it recovered with 
the ‘aid of the famous Morgan loan, 
French money has begun to slip again, 
having registered severe losses in the 
last two days. 

Today with the Stock Exchange closed 

_in London, the franc lost fotr points on 
the pound, selling late this afternoon on 
‘the curb around 94 to the pound and 
19.50 to the dollar. 

Unlike last year, the present fall of 
the franc comes from within France. 
Then it was unquestidnably due to for- 
eign (speculation, especially a German 
drive, But this time it is generally 
agreed the French are showing a lack 
ef confidence in their money with the 
result that a good deal is being sent out 
of the country,

WASHINGTON, Fed. A4.—President 
Coolidge sent’ to the Senate today, the 
nomination of Willfam M. Jardine of 
Kansas to be Secretary of Agriculture, 
and at the same time nominated Frank 
|B. Kellogg of Minnesota, now Ambassa- 
der to Great Britain, to be Secretary of 
State 


The nominations were .made to fill 
vacancies that will not take place until 
March 4, when Mr. Coolidge’s new term 
as President will begin. In taking this 
(step the President, according to the 
' understanding ‘or interpretation of those 
in political circles, has resdrted to 
strategy made necessary by zien 2 
ments in the Senate. 

The President created surprise in send- 
ing the nominations to the Senate at this 
early date. His action was contrary to 
practice. When Senators had recovered 
sufficiently from their amazement to 
take account of stock they believed they 
detected in this move of Mr. Coolidge 
an.effort to prevent any prolongation of 
the customary special session of the 
Senate at the beginning of a néw Presi- 
dential term to pass upon those nomi- 
nated for the Cabinet and ro im- 
portant Positions.

He said the navy desired to see avia- 
tion properly developed, but did not be- 
Meve in a unified air service, nor did 
he think that the point had béen reached 
where the modern battleship ‘is’ obsolete. 

The “appearance of Admiral Shoe- 
maker was the result of charges before 
the committee yesterday by W. G. 
Schauffler, lieutenant-colonel in the 
Air Service, Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
who decalred that he had heard the Ad- 
mira] say that if the statement were 
allowed to go’out as it stood, it would 
be disastrous to’ the Navy.

It sustained the system of rate making 
under which Philadelphia and Balti- 
more have lower freight charges on 
traffic intended for export, a system 
which has been fought for meny years 
by. the business interests of New BEng- 
land and New York City. 

Today's decision is a victory for Bal- 
timore and Philadelphia, in their compe- 
tition for business with New York, Bos- 
ton and other North Atlantic ports, and 
as.a result an announcement was made 
by Senator Butler of Massachusetts 
that at the December session of Con- 
gress he would press his bill to abolish 
arbitrary rate making. 

Announcement also was made by 
Clark & Le Roe, counset for the New 
Restand interests, that the pitterente)

Red Cross Here Sends 13,300 Pages 
in Braille to Washington. 


Red Cross workers in Manhtatan have 
gent to the Library of -Congress 13,300 
pages of Braille reading material for the 
blind for distribution at once to blinded 
soldiers. 

_ The gfft comprises short stories, maga- 

zine and newsraper articles, novels, his- 
tory, text books and scientific works. 
It took nearly 5,000 hours, the equiva- 
lent of more than two years’ work for 
a Braille operator to’ prepare them. 

The work was taken over by the Red 
Cross because no commercial process 
has yet been devised for making books 
for the blind ‘which would be within 
reach of the pocketbook of the average 
blind. person. The work was done under 
the direction of. Mrs. Bruce Clark, 
Chairman of the Committee on Braille 
Transcribing.

Report of Borough President Guider 
Shows Progress of the Year In 
‘the Borough. No

There were 27,399 applications for 
building permits, nearly sixty miles of 
paved streets were laid, and new sewers 
to Cost more than $8,500,000 were au- 
thorized In Brooklyn last year, it is 
shown in a report made public, yester- 
day by Borough President Joseph A. 
Guider.. The report was in the form of 
--@ survey of the activities of the various 
departments and bureaus under the 
Borough President's jurisdiction. 

“Brooklyn leads many American cities 
in its record for home construction,”’ 
the report states. ‘‘New families pro- 
vided for numbered 33,513. Nearly 12,000 
new home. buildings of the brick and 
frame type were constructed in all-parts 
of the borough. 

“Brooklyn leads ali of the other bor- 
oughs in Greater New York in the num- 
ber of building operations. In this 
ough: the cost of projects planned f 
short of its 1923 figures by over $41,- 
000,000, but the number of projects last 
year exceeds the number of 1923 by 
nearly 400, showing really greater ac- 
tivity at a lesser individual cost. 

Total Cost $242,000,000. 

“Applications for new building permits 
were 11,724 in number, while applica- 
tions for alteration permits totaled 15,- 
675. Cost of these new buildings is to 
be $218,167,700 and ‘of the alterations 
$24,751,102. By other figures included 
in the report Brooklyn is shown to lead 
Queens in these costs by $70,744,261, 
the Bronx by $109,402,919, Richmond by 
$224,910,242 and to be led by Manhat- 
tan by $43,734,319. 

“There was a falling off in new bulld- 
ing construction last year, as compared 
‘with 1923, of more than $46,000,000. The 
figures show that for the entire year 
there were 24,834 new) buildings, estimat- 
ed to cost $218,167,790. .They provide 
for 33,513 new families, or, . estimating 
five persons to a family, for 167,565 

@ number far in excess of many 
American cities. More than 21,000 per- 
mits for new construction were approved 
and 250,000 inspections were made. 

*“Pully 10,000 buildings which the Fire 
“Department advised lacked the proper 
exit were inspected and made safe. Ow- 
ing to the activity of the Building 
Bureau this borough will soon be in 
first position as leading all others in 
the existence of proper fire provisions, 

“Nearly sixty miles of new pavement 
were laid during the past year at an 
approximate total cost of $4,295,711. In 
addition, nearly 17 miles of streets were 
graded and curbed at.a cost of $1,080,- 
832.. Of the total mileage more than 50 
miles were payed with asphalt and the 
rémaining total paved with asphalt 
blocks, granite, concrete and bituminous 
macadam., -/ 


Paving Work Completed 


“Among the important paving work 
completed are included the following 
thoroughfares; 

“Avenue N, Ejighty-sixth Street, Far- 
tagut Road, Fifth Avenue, Fourteenth 
Avenue, Kings Highway, Lafayette, Ave- 
nue, Liberty Avenue, Manhattan’ Ave- 
‘nue, New York Avenue, Ocean Avenue, 
Ryder Lane, Sheepshead Bay Road, 
Seventy-ninth Street, Wilson’ Avenue, 
Kent Avenue, Marginal Street, Ocean

“Also included in, the large paving 
program for the year was the paving 
of twenty-two streets in Coney Island 
between Surf Avenue and the Board- 
walk. Flatbush Avenue has been grad- 
ed from Avenué U to the south side of 
Barren Island; Kings Highway . from 
Ocean Avenue to Flatbush Avenue was 
mot only graded and paved but alsd 
parked, and 600 trees were planted along 
the sidewalks and in the parked spaces.

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LIBERALS AND DEMOCRATS. 


Ever since the crushing defeat of the 
Liberal Party in the last British gen- 
eral election there has been a multitude 
of counselors, though with no great 
, amount of wisdom, advising what it must 

do to be saved. Some attention has been 
fixed upon organization. Defective party 
machinery is charged with part of. the 
blame for the electoral catastrophe. 
There were not enough committees, it is 
»' said, not enough managers, not enough 
candidates. The Liberals still have a 
well-filled “ war chest,” the key to which 
is supposed to be held by Mr. Liovp 
GEORGE, but there has been much heart- 
searching about the ineffective ways in 
which the party funds were expended. 
At, the National Convention of Liberals 
, ‘dn London at the end of last month sev- 
. eral private meetings were given up to 
discussion of the question how best to 
repair the mechanism of the Liberal 
Party. 

More important were felt to be ithe 
debates about party leadership and unity, 
together with eager inquiries what 
“ principles ” the Liberals were to agree 
, to put forward and advocate. Both Mr. 
-. AsquiTH ‘and LLOyp GEORGE were in har- 
mony on the subject of keeping the lead- 
|, ership where it is at present, and both 
were convinced, or gravely asserted that 
they were, thatthe cutting down of the 
Liberal membership in the House of 
Commons to a beggarly remnant of forty 
seats was only “a transient reverse.” 
Neither wag very explicit, however, about 
the aims and measures which the Lib 
erals should put in the forefront of their 
program. A committee had, been ap- 
pointed to consider this. special subject, 
and its report was subjected to lively 
criticism and, in some parts, to severe 
revision. 

One of the most outspoken and pun- 
gent objectors was Mr. R. D. Hott of 
Liverpool. He strongly opposed the 
adoption of any official program what- 
ever.’ That could be only embarrassing 
to the party. He particularly disliked a 
forced agreement upon so many contro- 
versial details, and then the lodging of 
the party funds in the hands of a central 
body with power to enforce discipline. 
That, he declared, was “too much like 
“trying to crush the spirit of freedom 
“out of Liberalism.” He would have 
the party remain in an expectant atti- 
tude, giving its members a great deal of 
liberty in the lines which they should 
take in their different constituencies. 
‘Then when the time came to join in 
general battle with the Conservatives, a 
definite plan of campaign, fitted to time 
and circumstances, could be worked out. 

This may sound like bald opportunism, 
but it is something more than that. For 
there is, after all, a sort of fonds, a 
spirit, of the Liberal Party which per- 
sists and ‘can be held in reserve. It is, 
by and large, a free trade party. Should 
Prime Minister’ BALDwin proceed with 
his announced policy of dabbling with 
protection, while calling it by some other 
name, he could not fail to provoke fears 
and resentments throughout the country 
which would inure to the political ben- 
efit of the Liberal Party. That party 
is also, traditionally and by inheritance, 
in favor of the largest liberty possible 
for the individual, and against unneces- 
sary Government meddling with private 
affairs. Liberal leaders and temporarily 
adopted Liberal policies have often wan- 
dered sadly far from these doctrines, it 
is true, but if anywhere they still have 
a home in England it is under the Lib- 
eral roof. When national sentiment 
turns to them again With longing, it will 
know in what party to find them. The 
natural antithesis to a Tory Govern- 
ment still remains, in the back of the 
head of the ordinary Englishman, a Lib- 
eral Government. _ 

The plight and agitations of the-Lib- 
eralg in England have a parallel in the 
experience of _ the Democrats. in. the 


United States. They, too, have just been 


day by day that their party, through bal- 


ance and trustworthiness and capacity, 
as well as by fundamental party doc- 
trine,-is fit to take over the Government 
when called upon to do so. 


_.MR. ROOT AT EIGHTY. 

The multiplied greetings to ELIHU 
Root on his eightieth birthday are more 
than personal. He has long been a man 
“affected with a public interest.” For 
‘many years he has done service to the 
State in varied ways, displaying in them 
all intellectual gifts and a sagacity of 
judgment as noteworthy as his patriotic 
spirit. If a crown of any kind has been 
put upon his lifework, it has been placed 
there by his efforts in these recent years 
to bring his own country into helpful 
relations with the rest of the world. It’ 
would seem as if in Mr. Root old experi- 








prophetic strain necessary to contem- 
plate the nations of earth as one human 
whole. Certainly his fruitful labors in 
the creation of the World Court and in 
his endeavors to persuade his country- 
men to take their due place in it have 
made him seem like a great and wise 
counselor putting his abilities at the ser- 
vice of all mankind. 

None of the troops of -friends . wie 
felicitate him today can .iook upon him 
without feeling that he makes: old age 
seem. actually enviable. Still in physical 
vigor and with a mind alert and full as 
ever, he appears to be able to make each 
added year a. gateway opening to new 
activities and satisfactions. Not least 
of his possessions is the.sense of humor, 
which he has kept fresh and glancing. 
This will doubtless enable him to shoot 
many a folly as it flies, but should not 
prevent him from accepting in good faith 
the showered congratulations sincerely 
offered him on this birthday. 








. BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND 


GOLD RESUMPTION. 


The answer by the Chancellor of the 
British Exchequer in Parliament on 
Thursday to the question put to him 
by his officia¥ predecessor regarding the 
Government’s attitude on gold resump- 
tion was outwardly cautious and non- 
committal: Mr. CHURCHILL mérely as- 
serted that, like preceding Ministries, 
the present Government intended “to 
“revert to the gold standard at the 
“earliest possible moment,” and _ he 
asked the House not to press the ques- 
tion further. -But this response must 
be judged in the light of the known 
facts of the situation. If Mr..CHURCH- 
ILL had answered (as he possibly would 
have answered under the circumstances 
of a year ago) that consideration of the 
matter now would be premature or that 
a decision for resumption depended on 
financial developments not at present in 
sight, it would have been equivalent to 
dismissing the subject. 

But the fact that the statutory sus- 
pension of “free gold exports” expires 
by limitation next December makes 
some. official decision in the intervening 
period inevitable. 
community has declared with virtual 
unanimity that resumption is now prac- 
ticable, and that the time is ripe for it. 
All of the banking experts who have 
spoken, however, have also emphasized 
the necessity. for careful preliminary 
steps to assure the maintenance of gold 
payments, once resumed. What the 
diplomats would have called. the “ pour- 
parlers” of the Governor of the Bank 
of England with our own banking au- 
thorities, last month, were doubtless the 
first step in that direction. Similar 
conferences are presumably going on 
with ‘Continental Europe’s bankers. So 
long as these negotiations were yncom- 
pleted, it was obviously out of the ques- 
tion for the British Government to state 


categorically what it proposed to do and 


just how soon it would be done. 

The nature of the understanding at 
which the Bank of England wishes to 
arrive with banks of issue in other 
countries has not been divulged, but it is 
fairly. safe to conjecture that the con- 
ferences have covered, first the probable 
policy of other markets than London 
concerning. release of gold for export 
when. the exchange market plainly 
favored such a movement, and, second, 
the general policy to be pursued. by the 
various.

Our own resumption of specie payments 
in 1879 was unquestionably helped by 
the country’s merchandise export sur- 
plus of $263,000,000 in 1878, as against 
an.import surplus of $211,000,000 in 
1872; but it is much to be doubted if 
even the “trade balance” of 1878 was 
great enough to offset the annual pay- 
ment on our financial obligations of 
the period to Europe. The success of 
our resumption was. definitely insured 
by the inflow of foreign capital and the 
return of American capital from abroad 
which followed - re-establishment of a 
stable currency. Such a movement could 
not fail to be much more important a 
factor in’ the international market if 
England were to return to the gold 
standard. 








"UNIVERSITIES AND MEN. 


The appeal of the University of Chi- 
cago is for an additional endowment that 
will permit a larger investment. in its 
teaching and research Faculty, or, as it 
has been put, in “men.” Chicago Uni- 
versity has a secure footing on which to 
stand in making this appeal not only to 
its alumni but to the country at large, 
and especially to the Middle West. For 
with all its great collection of buildings 
and laboratories, the university was built 
around its great scholars and teachers. 
Dr. WILLIAM R. HARPER, who had as true 
an instinct for*real scholarship in- men 
as ever g Scotch schoolmaster had for 


“lads o’ pairts,” did in re-establishing 


the University of Chicago just what 
President GILMAN twenty years before 
had done in laying the permanent foun- 
dation of Johns Hopkins University. He 


got together a body of men of outstand-’ 


ing ability and promise in their several 
fields. 

GILMAN began with GILDERSLEEVE and 
SYLVESTER, REMSEN and ROWLAND, Mar-

first distinctive ‘university in America. 
Dr. HARPER, with only the promise of 
buildings, set out. to gather outstanding 
men into his Faculties. He’ literally 
skimmed intellectual cream in universi- 
ties and colleges all over the country and 
even got men from abroad.. MICHELSON 
and Loes, CHAMBERLIN. and COULTER, 
Hate the astronomer and Hate the 
classicist, DEwEY and Moore, von HOoLst 
and MouLTOoN, were among that group of 
teachers who in turn trained men who 
came into as great or greater scientific 
or scholarly fame. That.of the four 
Americans. who have won the Nobel 
Prize three did the major ‘portion of 
their work on which the award was 
based at the University of Chicago is a 
certificate of unusual honor. 

It is harder to raise money for the en- 
dowment of men than for the erection of 
buildings, but it ought not to be difficult 
for President Burton. to find the gifts 
asked for the establishment and main- 
tenance of the “ Distinguished Sérvice 
Professorships.” The question has often 
been asked whether ABRAHAM LINCOLN 
would have been spoiled by a college edu- 
cation.

EXPANDING THE “FEDERAL 
CITY.” 


The year 2000 seems so remote ‘that 
any reference to it in practical affairs 
is likely to be greeted with laughter. 
But in looking forward to that time the 
American Institute of Architects and the 
Committee of One Hundred of the. Amer- 
ican Civic Association, which are making” 
a plea for the better planning of the 
City of Washington, are doing no more 
than did the famous Major L’ENFANT 
when he laid out the plans of the na- 
tional capital while Washington. was 
President; with a view to the year 1900. 
His contemporaries undoubtedly laughed 
at his fancy. But his wisdom and con- 
mon sense have long since been vin- 
dicated. 

What the nation at large does not 
realize is that his plans were never com- 
pletely carried out, and that the growth 
of the city has been much more rapid, 
particularly during the last quarter cen- 
tury, than he had anticipated even in 
his most extravagant dreams. When 
the first streets were staked out and the 
first official buildings erected the site 


machinery of democracy is not highly 
developed.

For Protecting to come before the 
Trade»Marks. next Hague con- 
and Designs. ference is one that 

is of ‘great interest 

to many in this country. This is the 
protection of patents, trade-marks and 
designs. At the convention held in 
1883 it was provided that contracting 
States should insure to the nationals 
of other contracting States. effective 
protection against unfair trade compe- 
tition. This was rather too vague to 
be effective. So it is now proposed by 
British interests concerned“to get the 
coming conferencé.to agree upon some- 
thing more definite and workable. The 
idea is to have as adequate world pro-' 
tection for the intangible property re- 
ferred to as there is for the tangible 
kind, by providing legal remedies for 
preventing infringements and for se- 
curing damages in cases of violation 
of rights. This would include the re- 
fusal or cancellation of a trade-mark 
“notorious in trade” in some other 
country as applied to any special kind 
of goods. As regards patents owned 
by foreigners, the purpose is to abolish 
provisions for their forfeiture for fail- 
ure to work them and substitute a 
system of compulsory licensing. This 
affects more specifically the British 
law. The efforts now in progress in 
this country for protecting originality 
of design fit in well with the British 
movement, to say nothing of the value: 
of securing adequate protection abroad 
to American trade-marks. These lat- 
ter have often, been counterfeited by 
unscrupulous foreigners with inferior 


products, resulting in giving American 
goods an undeservedly bad reputation 
besides spoiling sales of them. There 
is the best of reasons why this country 
should take a hand in shaping any in- 
ternational agreement on the subject 
in question. 


Cotton prices 
have been moving 
within a narrow 
range recently, 
there being no new 
factors to induce any marked change. 
More attention is being given to the 
new crop, on which speculators. are 
betting without having anything to 
base their calculations on. Tempera- 
tures and precipitation in various sec- 
tions of the growing districts are used 
as plausible pretexts for the wagers 
made. No one has aS yet any definite 
idea as to what acreage will be planted 
nor of any other fact that will deter- 
mine the yield, but these deficiencies 
do not bother those who believe they 
are good guessers. . So far as the pres- 
ent crop is concerned, there will be a 
fairly large carryover unless domestic 
consumption increases soon. .In Great 
Britain the spinners of American cot- 
ton in Lancashire ‘have reduced week- 
ly working hours from 39% to 35 be- 
cause of lack of demand for the fab- 
rics made of it. In this country mills 
are turning out more goods than they 
did, ‘but they are still a long way 
from capacity. They have not, how- 
ever, made up much for stock, as is 
shown, every once in a while, when 
there crops up a sudden demand for 
one or two fabric constructions. : Then 
spots go to a premium as against more 
distant deliveries. A fairly good busi- 
ness continues in many varieties of 
finished -oods, and bleached cloths are 
well contracted for. Gingham. prices 
were advanced during the week by 
several factors from a quarter to a 
half cent d yard. ‘It was felt that this 
Was nécessary to allow for a margin of 
profit. Little new in the knit goods 
situation was disclosed during the past 


week beyond a 10 per cent. advance 
in bathing suits. : :

This is shown in this country as well 
as in the foreign markets. It has been 
demonstrated by the repeated failures 
to sell wool at or above upset figures, 
resulting in large percentages of with- 
drawals in London, Australia and New 
Zealand. In Uruguay there has been 
@ practical cessation of wool sales be- 
cause of the high prices asked, and the 
clip is only half sold, according to re- 
ports received by the Department of 
Commerce. .The only question now is 
how much further the déclines will go 
before buying can be stimulated. 
Fighting against the trend is the Na- 
tional Council of Wool Brokers of Mel- 
bourne, which has decided to reduce 
offerings of wool by 50 per cent. on 
and after Feb. 28. The effort is one 
by producers to hold up prices and, if 
possible, to control the wool market.’ 
Its chances of success appear small.

¢ One of the knotty problems facing the: 
women’s wear woolen land worsted mills 
is whether to make up goods in advance 
on the chance of their finding sale later 
on orto continue to show sample pieces 
only and produce goods on the basis of 
orders received: The situation, the 
product of uncertain buying by retailers 
and cutters-up in the-last two years, 

either directly or indirectly affects prac- | 
tically all of the mills, according to a 
well-known selling agent here. The 
problem, he said yesterday, will have: to 
be solved before many of the mills are 
able to show a satisfactory return on 

the right side of the ledger. "a 

“In my opinion,” this executive-con- 
tinued, “‘the mills will eventually adopt 
a half-way policy between making up 
only sample pieces and going ahead on 
production. At present, the general sen- 
timent of the mills is to produce goods 
only on order after showing sample 
pieces to the tradé at the start of a sea- 
son or when bringing out new fadrics 
later. This is invariably the case with 
many of the smaller dress goods mills. 

“Some of the larger mills open their 
lines and book an advance busines? on 
which they go ahead at full production. 
But, as is well known, these advance 
orders frequently prove to be only paper 
ones and: the mills are plagued with 
cancellations and returns, -which con- 
tribute their quota of doubt to the ques- 
tion of advance orders. 

“The mills which have adopted the 
policy of basing production only on bona 
fide orders frankly do not like this 
method of carrying on their operations. 
They have been forced to it by the 
apa of buyers in recent seasons, by 
the fear of cancellations, by the risk in- 
curred because of the position of the 
raw wool market, and also by the, type 
of the fabrics which are being favored. 
It is purely a self-protection policy and 
the mills see little or no profit in it. 

“It is also a f that, even after the 
opening of a season, there has been little 
or no agreement on what fabrics or 
colors will be in demand. The cutter is 
naturally afraid to commit himself be- 
cause he. does not know what the _ re- 
tailer will want or how he will buy. 
This obviously makes for a lack of de- 
cisiveness in the production schedules of 
the mills. It brings about a situation 
where, toward the close of the mill’s 
manufacturing period for a season, @ 
sudden color or weave will spring into 
favor which the mills cannot supply ac- 
cording to the standards on which they 
normally operate. 

“The result is that the cutter-up gets 
a fabric which he accepts only because 
it meets his immediate needs as to the 
wanted color or weave, and the con- 
sumer gets a garment that is not up to 
the standard which would have resulted 
ig the mill had had a normal time to 
operate in. In the case of mills which 
make fabrics fully recognized in their 
style leadership, is element of uncer- 
tainty apparently does not play so large 
a part, but even their recent experience 
has shown the influence of the lessening 
of-advance orders. 

“In times like the present the method 
by these mills of solving their- produc- 
tion and selling problems does not af- 
ford, much help to the general market, 
This is largely because the fabrics,pro- 
duced by them are not within the range 
of the majority of other*mills. They 
occupy a more or less specialized po- 
sition and benefit as such. But, as I 
have intimated, even their progress has 
been beset with difficulty. , 

“Tt is unquestionable that the present 
methods of producing only on order are 
making for higher fabric costs. Mill 
overhead goes on just the same whether 
the, looms are idle or busy, and if they 
are to be idle for a long time and then 
be rushed with a sudden spurt of last- 
minute orders, somebody has got to 
‘pay the piper.’ And: that somebody - 
usually is the consumer. 

“T might suggest that, as one way 
of. meeting this cost and of stabilizing 
the situation for the mills, it might not 
be a bad idea to put’ an advanced price 
on fabrics which are ordered late in 
the season. This would have the effect 
of creating a reserve against which the 
mills could draw in order to meet the 
ag apportioning of the orders they 

et. 

" ‘Bound up with the question of ad- 
vance orders is the matter of the later 
opening of a new season. The cutters- 
up have complained that the mills 
opened their lines too early and the 
latter in deference to their attitude ve 
set back the dates of opening. Yet, de 
spite this, the situation’ has not ma- 
terially changed as far as advance or- 
ders are concerned. In fact, if anything,

T Will not de news that Miss Amy Lowell 
is the author of a biography of John 
Keats. The announcement of the work 
was made long ago. But the announce- 
ment was not advanced in any effort to 

gain publicity; there was genuine: ifitention 
on the part of both author and pub- 
lisher to make the work available 


to the magnitude of the task. In- 
deed,. when the reader finds him- 
self confronted with the two im- 
mense volumes (one is of 600 pages 
and the other runs above that 
number) he wil! marvel that the task 
ever should have been completed. 
The reviewer acknowledges himself 
as having been frankly appalled 
when faced with the New 

poet’s monumental accomplishment 
-——as much appalled as when, severat 
yéars ago, he learned of a candi- 
date for the degree of Dector of 
Philosophy who had written exactly 
sixteen pounds of doctorial thesis as 
testified to by the scales. It was 
therefore in a state compounded of 
admiration and stupefaction that he 
contemplated in advance the reading 
of Miss Lowell's two. volumes; and 
the stupefaction was not lessened or 
the admiration diminished when he 
had breught his labors to a close. 

When a ship, through the loss of 

the rudder or for other causes, be- 
comes utmanageable at sea, the 
vessel is suid by seamen to have 
“‘taken charge.’’ And it is an ex-,~ 
perience with which authors are 
familiar to have their material ‘‘take 
charge.”- This is what happened in 
the present case. Miss Lowell, with 
auecess to the Keatsiana in the 
Morgan collection, -her own valuable 
and extensive .collection, and to 
other sources either hitherto not 
known or not accessible, found the 
work constantly enlarging under her 
hand. Had she given us less of 
hulk, she might have been obliged to 
give less of value. In view of the 
last, therefore, in view of a value 
which cannot be overestimated, Miss 
lawell’s occasional garrulities, her 
not infrequent ineptitudes of style 
and -her often annoying repetitions 
must be forgiven.. Until the publica- 
tion of this work the biography by 
Sidney (now Sir Sidney) Colvin has 
stood as the standard and definitive 
account of John Keats. But Sir 
Sidney, in view of the new material 
now made available by Miss Towell, 
and her many corrections of much 
that had previously been accepted, 
must yield place. Amy Lowell's 
“John Keats,’’ one is forced to be- 
lieve, will henceforth hold rank as 
the ultimate biography. 

Attempting to look at Miss Lowell's 
‘‘Keats’’ in perspective, one sees 
that the author set forth on her 
task with a definite purpose in view; 
and that as the work progressed she 
found herself in the grip of a thesis. 
Her first and constantly adhered to 
purpose was to fill out and correct 
the record... Again and again the 
reader will be told that such and 
such an event must have taken place 
op a Monday (say) and not on a 
Tuesday, and that this or that hitherto ac- 
cepted statement is at direct variance with 
discovered proof. And the proof is always 
at hand and explicitly set down. No lawyer 
could be more insistent on supporting evi- 
dence in establishing a case than is Miss 
Lowell. She scems even to have gone so far 
as to look up ancient stage coach time-tables 
when these would establish the accuracy of 
the movements of Keats or of some one of 
his friends. It may be said in passing that 
it is unfortunate Miss Lowell did not resort 
to the footnote in recording some of her 
testimony. By doing so her narrative would

Dickens never 
made known di- 
rectly his resi- 
dence there, and it 
was not until 
shortly before the 
centenary of his 
birth, which was 
observed in 1912, 
that it was estab- 
lished from the rate 
books that this was the house which 
the elder Dickens had rented after 
his first stay in the Marshalsea 
debtors’ prison, something having 
“‘turned up’’ in the shape of a leg- 
acy. The London County Council 
thereupon affixed a memorial tablet 
to’ the front of the house. It was 
the only one remaining of Dickens's 
several boyhood residences. in Lon- 
don. A few years later, however, 
the house was condemned as unsani- 
tary and structurally unsafe, and 
when Mr. Langstaff found it the de- 
cree for its destruction had already 
been given. With the help of a 
group of interested persons he un- 
dertook a movement for its restora- 
tion and conversion to its present 
use. The roll of those who took an 
active part in the work includes the 
names of most of the best-known 
literary figures in England. Even

In one of the up- 
stairs rooms, between the two front

The books for the library were in 
large part the gifts of publishers, 
authors and iflustrators. Through 
the interest of the French Ambassa- 
dor the library was presented with a 
large box of French children's books 
(there are. many families of that 
nationality in the neighborhood). and 
a similar gift came from Holland. It 
is worth noting that in a district in 
which the children were exposed to 
any but the best influences not one 
book was stolen during the period of 
Mr. s residence at the H- 
brary. “No one was more full of 
anxious warning, however,” adds the 
author, “than the mothers and 
fathers of Johnson Street, saying 
that their neighbors’ children. were 
not to be trusted.”” The library is a

HERE is in some literature a 
sort of heroic aimlessness that 
chalienges the admiration, 
‘ while it adds to the tedium, 

of those busy folk who like to 
be told with neatness-and dispatch 
that which must be told. For the 
highest example of the charm of this 
legitimate realism one need only turn 
to the Odyssey. The fair-spoken 
Ithacan demonstrated that the long- 
est way around can aiso be the long- 
est and most attractive way home. 
And if Circe, Nuusicaa and Calypso 
were in themselves charming epi- 
sodes in the life of a smooth-tongued 
sea captain, yet they were related 
to one another by no meretricious 
cause and effect. Again, James 
Joyce recently attempted to chronicle 
similar wanderings in the mind of an 
individual. His ‘‘Ulysses,” if sepa- 
rated from its integral muck, is a 
further imstance of the concrete 
value of a realism that forswears 
plot and abandons itself to an orgy 
of action. Homer's hero did things; 
Joyce’s hero imagined them. Poised, 
like Mohammed's coffin, between 
these two extremes, we find Knut 
Hamsun chronicling the aimiess, 
earth-bound adventures of a small 
Norwegian town. Unrelieved by the 
spice of Joyce’s discharge of com- 
plexes, and not simplified by the con- 
tinuity of any central figure, ‘‘Segel- 
foss Town’’ is marked by a sort of 
populous diffusion that confuses the 
reader, even-while it outlines a very 
satisfactory portrait of a very ‘un- 
satisfactory community. 

Segelfosy is a small, provincial vil- 
lage on the northern coast of Nor- 
way. Its inhabitants are provincial 
types, narrow, rational and dull. 
The affairs of the community revolve 
around a few men: Tobias Holmen- 
gran, the mill owner, who is con- 
stantly having trouble with his 
workmen; Rasch, the solicitor, who 
aspires to a general supervision of 
everybody's business, and young 
Theodore of Bua, an enterprising 
young shopkeeper, whose duel with 
Rasch and whose aspiration to the 
hand of Mariane Holmengraa supply 
u very shadowy unity to a very dis- 
jointed narrative... Against these men 
of affairs stand a certain irreducible, 
stiff-necked lot, whose actions en- 
liven and complicate the community: 
Baardsen, the telegraph operator, 
who drinks too much, observes 
ribaldly, “You do beauty a wrong 
when you cover it with bedclothes,”’ 
and is generally scandalizing to the 
godly; Dr. Muus, who felt that 
“when the lawyer complained of a 
weak stomach it was probably af- 
fectation, while Dr. Muus, on the 
other hand, inherited a really weak

OREEN DANKS once observed 
that ‘‘after-dinner stories re- 
semble ‘chain-smoking’ — one 
lights the other’; Stacy Aumonier’s 
fifteen ‘‘garspers’’ suggest a similar 
analogy and an inferior grade of to- 
bacco; taken one at a time, they are 
not so bad; taken together, they as- 
sume the proportions of a picayune 
vice, and show quite clearly that a 
short story at its best is not worth 
much more than the time you spend 
on it, and that a book of short 
stories, not unified by any one cen- 
tral idea, is of all publications the 
silliest and most annoying. How 
many people read religiously their 
instalment-pian investments in ‘“The 
Masters of the Short Story?” How 
many really feel that the inevitable

HOSE who nee that much read- 
ing, especially if it be of a criti- 
cal or scholarly nature, is likely 
to disturb seriously, if not actually 
sterilize, any creative impulse, must 
be infuriated by the refutation of 
John Cowper Powys.

A cursory giance would indicate 
that Mr. Powys has. enlisted the 
glamourous countryside, the molder- 
ing churchyard of buried Ashovers, 
the lingering fcudal spirit centring 
around an ancient British ‘‘county”’ 
name in Dorsetshire to an end made 
venerable in romances. The family 
of Ashover has dwindled during 600 
years of continuous occupancy to 
the traditional ‘‘last of the line,’’ 
whose virility and pride of family 
have been refined to the point of 
inextinguishable life-weariness. Mr. 
Powys. weaves a spell of leisurely, 
cozy security over the reader’s mind. 
Under the exuberance of his man- 
nered prose and the stock situation 
of a decaying aristocracy, one dis- 
covers a startlingly original and sure 
impetus. Mr. Powys is soon found 
to be doing no less than applying a 
revaluated talisman of FPilaton

With such facility does Mr. Joad 
present the case for the omnipotent 
State in terms of Hegel and T. H. 
Green, that this dissection of it in 
terms of Wallas and Cole is doubly 
convincing. Apparently even the 
Socialist has turned against the cen- 
tralized State. In a world of “Mod- 
ern Individualists,"’ ‘‘Guild Social- 
ists,"’ “‘Syndicalists” and ‘‘Commu- 
nists,"" that leaves the State~with 
no friends at all. There is no doubt 
but that people generally are in a 
decentralizing mood and Mr. Joad 
has shown how it has affected each 
school of political theory in its own 
particular manner—but all in the 
game direction. Which is another 
way of saying that emotions lic 
. deeper than thoughts. 

It was the war that did it, accord- 
ing to Mr. Joad, although the So- 
cialists, he claims, were never as 
fond of the centralized States as 
their critics were wont to make them 
out. ‘‘The enormous extension of 
governmental! activity in all the bel- 
ligerent countries during the war,’’ 
he says, ‘‘produced a feeling of hos- 


cause the calls which the State has 
made upon the individual have been 
more exacting, the individual is more 
inclined to dispute the grounds on 
which they are made.’” Also he be- 
lieves that ‘‘the war and the psy- 
chology of war-time have given rise 
to a quickened apprehension of the 
dangers of majority rule. The indi- 
vidual feels he must be protected 
against the mob mind, crushing with 
the intolerance born of homogeneity, 
all spontaneity and innovation in the 
protestant or detached minority.” 
This is in explanation of the popular- 
ity of the more conventional political 
theorists like Wallas, Belloc and 
Angel in their opposition to the en- 
croaching power of the State—mod- 
ern descendants, they are, of the 
arch-individualist Mill. 

In his defense of the Socialists 
against the charge of a love of the 
centralized Staté, Mr. Joad cites Ber- 
nard Shaw, writing in 1889, that ‘‘a 
Gemocratic State cannot become a 
social-democratic State unless it has 
_ in every centre of population a local 

governing body as thoroughly demo- 

cratic in its constitution as the cen- 

tral Parliament.” He also cites from 

the book of the British Labor Party, 

specifically the pamphiet ‘‘Labor 

and the New Social Order,’’ pub- 

lished in 1919, which he believes 

“constitutes in some ways the best

But unless one commits murder or 
steals or cheats, is not that a fair 
picture of so-called ‘‘capitalist so- 
ciety” of today? As Mr. Joad re- 
marks, ‘‘although the State has 
multiplied its functions in every 
department of public life, it has, 
nevertheless, been progressively 
eliminated from the private life of 
the individual.’” In art, in science 
and in business, the departments of 
human activity in which most 
energy is displayed and most prog- 
ress achieved, the State does not 
presume to interfere, the free activ- 
ities of men in these spheres being 
Véexpressed in -voluntary organiza- 
tions, clubs, academies and so0- 
tcieties. The bodies which regulate 
these activities, such ag the Royal 
Society and the British Association, 
rely for the transaction of necessary 
affairs not upon compulsion but 
upon free cooperation.” Even Kro- 
potkin drew an _ illustration of 
Anarchist society from the railroads 
of today. ‘‘A traveler from Madrid 
to Moscow,’’ he says, “‘travels along 
railroads constructed by millions of 
workers, in trains set in motion by 
of ii Yet the very 
complicated arrang its ded to 
insure a smooth journey have heen 
carried out as the result of the 
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purely spontaneous efforts of the 
parties interested. Free i hai 
is substituted for compulsion and 
voluntary arrangement for enforced 
regulations.’’ 


“*We are all Anarchists at times,"’ 
exclaims Mr. Joad, ‘‘and the Anarch- 
ist doctrine, when we come to con- 
sider it in detail, will be found to 
be little more than an elaboration 
of the claim for full individual 
freedom which Mill formulated.’’ It 
is almost as if political theories were 
not so much a matter of the ‘‘left” 
and the ‘“‘right’’ as they are a 
circle, wherein the two extremes of 
anarchism and individualism meet— 
with socialism lying in between. 

The segments of the circle repre- 
sented by the differing varities of 
socialism Mr. .Joad delineates with 
precision. It is a strange paradox 
of this circle of political theories that 
the very segments which lie the 
closest together often reveal the 
most bitter antipathies. As the indi- 
vidualist bank President hates and 
scorns the Anarchist poet, so does 
the Syndicalist or Communist hate 





and scorn the Socialist. Measured in 
calories of fury, these groups who 

the interest of the working 
People have undoybtedly vented 
More rage on each other during the 
past few years than on those they 
conceive to be their common enemy. 
Mr. Joad is sensitive to these dis- 
turbances. 

“Allied to this distrust of the 
middle-class State,’’ he says, putting 
it mildly, is the —— “‘dis- 
trust of middle-class secialism. Syn- 
dicalism claims to be the only school 
of Socialist doctrine which is the 
product of the workers themselves; 
all other forms of: socialism have 
emanated from the brains of clever 
middle-class theorists and betray 
their origin. * * * The importance 
of keeping alive an intense class- 
consciqusness further forbids any 
rapprochement between the workers 
and the intellectuals of the middie 
class, even when the latter are 
favorably disposed, as inimical to 
revolutionary ardor.”’

F living European specialists 
in mental and nervous dis- 
éases, Janet, after Freud and 
Jung, is probably most widely 
known among us. In these 

days of interest in psychopathology 
even our laymen have heard of him 
as being the first authority on hys- 
teria and a leader in the study of 
those commoner ills which he dis- 
tinguished years. ago as psychas- 
thenia; the types now have terms of 
their own, though popular parlance 
still lumps the sufferers from them 
with neurasthenics. 

Charcot, Janet’s ‘‘master,’’ was 
One of Freud’s inspirers, and it is 
probably from having come across 
the two Frenchmen in reading on 
psych sis that so many of us 
know a little something about Janet. 
Which is irony, for the Freudian 
doctrine has*no more vehement dis- 
senter. 

At 6 he publishes a general dis- 
cussion of theory in psychotherapy. 
His ideal -definition of that art is 
broad, taking in medications for dis- 
orders of conduct as well as rest 
cures, sanita@jium treatments, &c., in 
addition to the particular practices 
which the word is ordinarily under- 
stood to mean, and implying investi- 
gation of such non-medical ,thera- 
pies (which he discusses) as Chris- 
tian Science, New Thought and the 
Lourdes miracles. 

This book, one judges, advances 
almost nothing that will be new from 
him to his confréres. It is a com- 
pendium, a marshaling of his views 
after a summary of pertinent med- 
ical history. It is not addressed to 
laymen, but is quite available to us 
if we are but moderately versed in 
the terminology. As to our interest, 
it may make dull reading for ariy- 
body merely. hungry for exciting case 
reports, but for others, who earnest- 
ly desire a real grounding in what 
might be called the ‘‘philosophy” of 
neuroses and treatments, there could 
hardly be a better thing to read. 
Neurotics themselves, in their mis- 
eries and with hypochondriacal 
turns, could read it with a minimum 
risk of the harm such literature 
often does them, while to a relative 
responsible for one of them, confused 
among fashionable theories, and 
anxious to get down to fundamental 
common sense, an intelligent reading 
ought to be a boon. 

The boon, to be sure, would have 
special limitations. On those the- 
ories of which the relative would 
lately have been hearing most his 
enlightenment by Janet would be in- 
complete. ‘The good Coué is not 
mentioned, psychoanalysis gets short 
shrift, and there are only two brief 
allusions to the ductless glands as 
having apparent connection with dis- 
orders of physiclogical functions in 
certain profound asthenias. Dr. En- 
docrinologist, reviewing the book, 
would seem to have ground for com- 
plaint that it doesn’t take account of 
the recent rapid progress in his field. 

As for Dr. Psychoanalyst, if he 
were the reviewer, his rejoinder to 
some of Janet’s scornful strictures 
would be easy. For Janet seems a 
good ten years behind the times on 
the psychoanalysts’ promulgated ex- 
planations of their results. He 
writes as though they still attrib- 
uted them all to what they call 
eatharsis and he calls liquidation 
of a long-past event. Their most 
casual lay observers understand that 
they no longer do. He points out 
‘that, while traumatic memories do 
underlie some psychoneurotic pre- 
dicaments, the fact was known and 
stated before the Freudian school 
was born; also that such cases are 
a Hmited percentage, and that not 
all the memories are sexual. Since 
he presumably knows the analysts’ 
publications, the reviewer’s guess is 
that the book is made up of lectures 
and papers, and that the ones con- 
> talning these~- passages were written 
some time ago and are unrevised. 
At all events, he does not even make 
the mild concession now made by a 
good many non- or anti-psychoana- 
lytic psychiatrists, namely, that one 
or another of several deviations of 

the sex instinct is likely to be found

For a Shavian young lady who 
reads proof upon The Daily Tele- 
graph, where David is making his 
start for fame, decides that David is 
the man to set her family financially 
in comfort. Having decided this, she 
quickly marries him, before he can 
realize what it is all about.

‘OT often does one find a book 
by a fisherman, camper and 
wilderness lover that is written 
with so much literary grace as this 
or 30 colored with poetic and imag- 
inative appreciation of nature. It 
contains eleven papers on as many 
experiences on different occasions in 
the wild regions of the. northern 
shore of Lake Superior. each one as 
fresh in spirit, as unhackneyed in 
narrative, as pristine im its color 
as the wilderness with which it deals 
is unspoiled by man. The author 
found his title in Kipling’s lines: 
Now the Four-way Lodge is opened, 
Now the Hunting Winds are loose— 
vow the Smokes of Spring go up to 
clear the brain. 


Mr. Reed has done many things in 
that wilderness, all of them under 
the camouflage that he was ‘going 
fishing.’’ But with him that purpose 
does not mean merely the material 
ahn of catching fish, although he 


did land many such creatures of a | 50th setting and chief actor alike in 


size and beauty to make any fish- 
erman envious. It is an excuse that 
validates many other aims and de- 
sires. Hear him meditate on the 
pleasures and the results of fishing: 
Trout fishing is essentially a sol- 
itary sport. It is practiced amid 
the vaulted depths of the pine for- 
ests where Druids might worship 
and where one is so enthralled by 
the sense of immensity and by the 
Olympian calm of the great hills 
that the day’s return finds in the 
creel only an infinitesimal part of 
the reward.

among the hills and in the primeval 
forest, the finding of which was a 
good deal like picking the proverbial 
needle out of a haystack; searching 
long for and finally finding the en- 
trance into an untried river and then 
canoeing far wp its stream; laying 
out a desirable trail for future use 
through the depths of the wilder- 
ness; finding and exploring a chain 
of beautiful small lakes; doing much 
exploring hither and yon for his own 
pleasure in a forest that was virgin 
save for an occasional trip through 
it years before of some lone Indian.

RS. BARTLETT'S very in- 
teresting anthology. of sea 
verse grew out of her offer 

of thef Bartlett prize through the 
Poetry Society for the best sonnet on 
the sea. The results, she says in 
her introduction, were very gratify- 
ing, as over eight hundred sonnets 
were entered, of which about five 
hundred came from the United 
States, every State being represent- 
ed, close to two hundred from Eng- 
land, and the rest from all over the 
world, including entries from ,New 
Zealand, the African West Coast, 
Gaudeloupe and China. So many of 
these were of great excellence that 
after the awarding of the prize, 
which was divided between Miss V. 
Sackville-West of England and Rob- 
ert Hillyer of the United States, Mrs. 
Bartlett’ decided to select the hun- 
dred best sonnets of the competition 
—she does in fact present one hun- 
dred and twenty-four—and combine 
them with examples of sea poetry 
past and present, thus enabling read- 
ers to compare the work of present 
day poets with those of other years. 
She has been rigorous in her selec- 
tion, demanding that the poet be 
concerned wholly with the sea and 
not with men or ships or events. 
Admiral Mark Kerr of the British 
Navy Gomments in his foreword on 
the comparative scarcity of that kind 
of sea verse, saying that the versi- 
fiers of the wprid have rather neg- 
lected ‘‘the sea herself in her.own 


Bartlett has insisted on the sea being 


the sonnets of the competition and 
in the poems selected to complete the 
anthology. 

The competitive sonnets fill about 
half the space, while the rest of It is 
almost equally divided between the 
sea in contemporary poetry and se- 
lections from poets of the past. 
Among these last the great names 
of English verse are found, with 
three or four from the United States. 
Mrs. Bartlett's introduction and the 
anticipations with which she ends 
the book are full of interest and 
suggestiveness.

It should be clear from this state- 
ment, as it must have been clear 
from the author’s scrupulousness in 


‘obtaining the medical opinions which 


have been quoted, to what a degree 
Miss Lowell's ‘“‘John Keats’’ de- 
veloped into a defense. It surely also 
will have become evident with what 
warmth of inferest Miss Lowell fol- 
lows through the narrative of a life 
rarely, if ever, duplicated in its ae 
bination of inspiring genius and, 
the end, profound tragedy. 

On the. other hand, Miss Lowell 
carries this partisanship to such a 
degree that more than once the 
reader finds in the volume something 
of the attitude of truculence. In 
making this statement the reviewer 
realizes the risk he runs—the risk of 
being included by the author among 
those (devastating thought!) who 
“‘dertve their impressions from the 
mental impulses of the last century.’’ 
Writes Miss Lowell in her preface, 
“Many as are the books on Keats, 
their authors have belonged, I think 
without exception, to the nine- 
teenth century, in attitude if not in 
fact.’’ This attitude, we gather, she 
finds to have been almost exclusively 
one of suspicion and censoriousneéss. 
But the legend that Keats died be- 
cause of the treatment he received 
the hands of certain critics withered 
long ago; and although Miss Lowell 


The ‘‘moderns”* of whatever period— 
and every period is modern in respect 
to what has gone before—are only 
too likely te feel that not till their 
coming was the world set right. Miss 
Lowell has fallen into a trap here. 
Had the new material which she has 
been privileged to examine and use— 
including her own collection—been 
available forty years ago, any 
biography based on it would, one 
ventures to assert, have come to the 
same conclusions as the volumes 
under review. 

No, Keats's great sin was not that 
he drank ciaret—perhaps overin- 
dulgently. Or that by heredity he 
was predispdsed to the tuberculosis 
which developed. Keats’s great sin 
was that he was more passionately 
a poet than any one élse on the long 
and glowing roster of English poets, 
with the possible exception of 
Christopher Marlowe. And, unfor- 
tunately for him, he came at a time 
when it would have been the fate of 
any other poet of like temper to be 
misunderstood. His poetry is under- 
stood today; and it has been under- 
stood for two generations. Keats's 
ewn prophecy that he would be 
among the English poets was long 
since fulfilled. But just as the 
poetry of Keats is an ever-present 
pageant of unalloyed beauty, so the 
life of Keats is an equally present 
tragedy of unescapable poignancy of 
sorrow. The nearest parallel to it is 
the tragedy of ‘‘Hamlet,’’ for the

What I am particularly complain- 
ing of is that even the best of pro- 
fessional critics, without any time 
or inclination to read carefully the 
volume they are about to criticize, 
fail to see the author’s aim. For 
after all a book is not to be judged 
by what the critic thinks it ought to 
be, but whether or not an author 
has accomplished what he set out 
to do. It is not a question as to 
whether or not I have succeeded in 
making Heine convincing in ‘The 
Sublime Jester,’ according to the 
critic’s conception of Heine, but 
whether or not I have carried out 
my conception of him. I was fully 
aware at the outset that the por- 
traiture I have given of the poet is 
not the one that has come down 
through literary gossip and legen- 
dary rumors. The public at large 
rarely, if ever, forms a correct no- 
tion of a historical character. And 
this is especially true in the case of 
Heine. I shali not enter here into a 
di i of the that led to 
this misrepresentation, but no figure 
in the history of literature has been 
as misrepresented as Heine. At the 
mention of his name one conjures up 
a picture of a happy-go-lucky poet, 
a Don Juan, a wit, a favorite in 
drawing rooms, a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist, while a careful study of 
authentic sources reveals him to be 
awkward in society and not at all at 
home in the presence of women, and 
not even scintillating in the com- 
pany of men. His irony was con- 
fined to his pen and sometimes, 
when Angered by provocation, to in- 
vective speech, but ordinarily he was 
a quiet, oversensitive man given to 
brooding a great deal and very self- 
conscious about his Jewish origin, in 
spite of his baptism. A life of Heine 
has just appeared in Berlin by Max 
Wolf, a volume of 700 small-type 
pages, and it bears out my version 
of him-in every detail, and this life 
appeared since I wrote ‘“‘The Sub- 
lime Jester.’ Your reviewer loftily 
tells me I Cannot project character 
because my picture of Heine does 
not correspond with his notion of 
him. Had he given as much study 
as I have given to the subject he 
might have been more considerate 
and more modest in his ex-cathedra 
tone.

T is a matter of satisfaction to 
very many. of your readers, as 
the writer has learned with some 

opportunity for discussion, to dis- 
cover in the interesting book entitled 
“‘An Unofficial Statesman” some of 
the high points in the life of that 
great merchant of New York and 
Philadelphia, Robert C. Ogden.

The story is recounted of an early 
gathering; initiated by Dr. Edwin 
Abbott. and Dr. Hollis B. Frissell of 
Hampton at Capon Springs in West 
Virginia, where educators fromthe

It must be admitted that his 
choice of men was. seemingly uner- 
ring in its grouping -together of 
those complemental, and representa- 
tive of the talent, experience, knowl- 
edge and energy which this needy 
country needed. 

This great movement in 1901 was 
apparently a true leading of Provi- 
dence in that it so closely followed 
and in effect coincided with the ex- 
traordinary work of the very few 
young men in North Carolina, Char- 
les B, Aycock, who became Gover- 
nor of the State; Charles D. McIver, 
who founded the Greensboro State 
Normal College and sacrificed his 
life in untiring devotion to the cause 
of public education; and Edwin An- 
derson Alderman, the great Presi- 
dent of the University of Virginia.

known life awaits investigation in sub- 
marine regions.

I’Hirondelle, on which the Piince -of 
Monaco did such notable oceano- 
graphic work for many years. 

A large laboratory has been built 
forward of the bridge deck, contain- 
ing every facility for the intensive 
study of captured specimens, and 
tanks and wells have been installed 
to keep fish alive, as well as cages 
for live animals, birds and reptiles. 


‘There is a special dark room for the 


study of one of the most interesting 
phases of' the life of ocean depths; 
that is, the luminescence of deep-sea 
fishes. Many of these creatures, in- 
credibly grotesque in form, carry 
their own lights furnished by their 
own bodies, and one of our problems 
will be to solve the method of pro- 
duction of this luminosity which 
serves to irradiate the blackness of 
the medium in which the fish spends 
its existence. We have, of course, 
all appliances for dredging and 
trawling and carry a dozen small 
boats, some with glass bottoms, in 
which to put off from the Arcturus 
in pursuit of specimens. 

Projecting from the bow just above 
the surface of the water is a small 
platform which resembles nothing 
so fInuch as a cow-catcher. . From 
this, in reaBonably calm weather, it 
will be possible to net floating or- 
ganisms and to use the harpoon 
gun. All around the outside of the 
vessel’s hull is a narrow footway, 
furnished with hand-ropes, from 
which observations will be made, 
and from a specially large and lofty 
crow's nest a watch will be kept for 
anything of special interest that 
thight otherwise escape unseen. 

The -Arcturus resembles an old 
pirate ship, for she is all of wood, 
with very high bulwarks, and to 
stand in her hold and look up at 
the great curved timbers of her 
frame carries the ‘mind irresistibly 
to slave ships and buccaneering 
days. We will, in a way, be pirates 
of the ‘deep, raiding the inhabitants 
of a curious pseudo-continent in 
mid-Atlantic, like the floating island 
of Captain Shard, where we shall 
anchor and for two months investi- 





Zate-the lives.of our captives. The 
last piratical touch is- given by the 
double boom which projects amid. 
ships, supporting a gangplank that 
ends in mid-air. If Blackbeard came 
aboard our ship he would see that 
plahk at once and identify it as the 
kind of footpath along which he 
forced so many of. his prisoners to 
take their last walks. But we plan 
to walk the plank in a diving hel- 
met; which is a vast improvement 
over the old style, as any captive 
would admit. From our boom hangs 
a platform which can be lowered 
below water. Seated on this and 
clad in a, helmet, an observer can 
be let down twenty or thirty feet 
below the surface in midocean and 
Spy upon the busy life of the aquatic 
jungie called the Sargasso Sea. 


Life in the Vast Sea 


Here the little Sargasso fish climbs 
about the branches of yellow-brown 
weed, clinging with fingered fins. 
and in the masses of vegetation she 
builds her nest of transparent isin- 
giass spun from her own body. Here 
the place of insects in the foliage is 
taken by millions of tiny crabs and 
shrimp, some with luminous eyes 
and glowing -spots like jewels on 
their minute bodies. Barnacles of 
many queer shapes make up for a 
sedentary existence by violently 
kicking their food into their mouths 
with their feet, and creatures that 
might be animal or vegetable or both 
at once ceaseleasly . wave delicate 
fronds and tentacles in the soft yel- 


low light that filters down through, 


the floating forest. And from all 
this upper strata a constant rain 
of tiny bodies, whose span has been 
accomplished, sifts down to where 
other organisms wait hopefully for 
the never-failing source of supply. 

After two months in the Sargasso 
Sea the Arcturus will turn toward 
the Pacific, as we plan to revisit 
the Galapagos Islands, where two 
years ago we spent one hundred 
magic hours of study and explora- 
tion. Fhere is an excitement in re-

~ This visit-to the Galapagos will 
also have a piratical flavor, as we 
expect to find buried treasure. In 
my book ‘‘Galapagos: World’s End,” 
I described the adventures of Chris- 
tiansen, the taxi-driver who was 
shipwrecked on these islands, and 
the gold that was left behind when 
he and his companions were finally 
rescued. On this expedition Chris- 
tiansen is to be one of the company 
to revisit the scene of this experi- 
ence and to dig up the buried gold. 
He says he can see the spot with 
his eyes shut. 

This time we know what to expect 
of this archipelago, and even more 
what not to expect. Water we shall 
waste no time searching for; the 
tanks of the Arcturus are ample to 
supply our needs. But I think the 
thing that every one anticipates is 
the assault on the crater at the cen- 
tre of Indefatigable Island, that as- 
cent that so contemptuously defied 


us before, and that we are deté¥2 


mined shall yield to us this time. 
This revisiting of The Galapagos is 
only incidental, as the chief object in 
going into the Pacific is to make as 
complete a survey of the Humboldt 
Current as we shall have made of 
the Sargasso Sea. The greatest _point 
of interest in this comparative study 
is in the vast difference between 
these two ocean areas. The Sar- 
gasso is the deadest and hottest place 
in any sea, while the Humboldt Cur- 
rent is a cold, swift-moving streani, 
sweeping up from the Antarctic and 
bringing with it hosts of antarctic 








organisms into the warm waters 
about the Equator.

Abelard, the teacher, and finds the 
public mind impenetrable to a gen- 
eration of extensive and intensive 
study of natural science. Charies 
Evans Hughes pines for the placidity 
that was ours before the industrial 
revolution. Others bemoan this and 
that, from the collapse of civilization 
to the decadence of clam chowder. 

Meanwhile, there comes from the 
bottom of the hill something like a 
hungry howl. The dogs, one gath- 
ers, would say that historians may 
(as they do) count seven civiliza- 
tions toppled over like ninepins, but 
it is a long time between meals. 

The present has always beefi the 
present, but the past is always the 
good old days. The distinction 
touches one of the fundamental re- 
quirements of the human mind; it 
furnishes. a formula for success, de- 
picts the present always as worse 
than the past or worse than the 
future. One way lies Utopia, the 
other way the Golden Age. Look- 
ing forward, the man of the present 
refuses to picture A. D. 2025 as 
filled with automobiles dented and 
covered with mud such as covers 
those of 1925; looking back, he 
thinks of red sleighs, jingling when 
the Winters were colder. This dra- 
matic moment in between is reality, 
of course, but it is disheartening. 

Seek far enough for the good old 
days and one comes at last to a 
battered newspaper file, and here, in 
quaint type, is a letter to the editor. 
It begi “y ot but view with 
alarm the decay of manners and 
habits of thought since the golden 
age, of which my deceased father 
was the most eminent representative 
* ¢ + The file is thaf of the Eve- 
ning Nod and the signature to the 
letter reads ‘‘Cain.”’ Doubtless it

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| LEJEUNE, COMPOSITE OF ALL “DEVIL DOGS” 


By A. H. ULM 


HE séa soldier who led the way 

into Panama in 1908 and to 

the Meuse and beyond in No- 

vember, 1918, has béen _re- 
appointed by the President for an- 
other term of four years as Com- 
'mandant of the United States Marine 
Corps. 

Major Gen. John A. Lejeune is 
an inveterate ‘‘Devil Dog."’ And, 
to paraphrase Carlyle, no lion's 
whelp ever matured among ~ that 
tough breed tougher than he. He 
looks the part as perfectly as any 


seasoned top sergeant in the corps. | _ 


A stocky, swarthy man, with a 
rough-hewn face, an- overhanging 
brow, sheltered by cowlip tufts of 
hair, General Lejeune’s appearance 
lends verity to the common concep- 
tion of Uncle Sam’s most romantic 
type of fighting man. But in man- 
ner he is as mild and gentle as a 
diplomat, and in his long career as 
a marine officer he has had to ex- 
ercise diplomacy, probably more of-. 
ten than he has been called on: to 
fight. 


For thirty-four years he has lived 
the life of the typical marine— 
aboard ships crossing the seven seas, 
and on land in many strange places, 
and charged with many strange du- 
ties. 

Yet the wind of adventure was not 
the lure that drew its present com- 
mandant—the twelffh—to the United 
States Marine Corps. 


How He Went to Annapolis. 


‘*We were poor farmer folk down 
in Louisiana,” said the General, ‘‘my 
paternal ancestors had migrated 
from French Canada, and my father, 
who had been an officer in the Con- 
federate Army, wanted me to go to 
West Point. This was not because 
either he or I had any yearning for 
the army as a career but bécause 
it seemed to be a good way for me 
to get an education without cost. He 
asked our Congressman for an ap- 
pointment for me. There wag no 
vacrncy from the district at the Mili- 
tary Academy but there happened to 
be one at the Naval Academy, be- 
cause a boy from the district had 
been dismissed. I 
heard of Annapolis and had seen 
only one naval,vessel. But I took 
the appointment, which was for the 
class of 1888, with the view chiefly 
of getting a good education.’’ 

Young Lejeune had not finished 
his ‘naval education before the winds 
of adventure began to blow for him, 
and thrillingly strong, too. 

While doing the two years of sea 
service then required of cadets be- 
fore final graduation he went 
through the memorable naval disas- 
ter that occurred at Apia, Samoa, in 
March, 1889. He was a cadet on 
the Vandalia, which, with the Tren- 
ton and the German fleet there at 
the same time, was wrecked and 
sunk ina hurricane. Fifty-two 
American officers and men lost their 
lives. ss . pat 

After the Vandalia was swept on 
top of a reef, with nothing but masts 
and rigging above water, Lejeune 
and others climbed aloft and clung 
to the ropes for life. 

“I was in the mainmast shrouds 
for ten hours,’’ he said. ‘Then the 
Trenton was thrust upon the reef 
.beside us. Being a larger vessel, her 
main deck was still above water. We 

/-Managed to get aboard. Just as I 
landed-on the deck of the Trenton, 
the- mainmast of the Vandalia 
toppled over into the raging sea. 
That's how close I came to-not being 
here now. But I was too-exhausted 
to marvel at my escape then. Though 
the storm was not abating and the 
Trenton was liable to destruction at 
any ame bed into a bunk 
and went to sleep.’’ 

After his rescue Lejeune was sent 
home with his mates, A few months 
tater he was ordered back to Samoa 
on the Adams. The vessel stopped 
ut Honolulu, where the native mon- 
archy still survived—at least to the

One night, as the Adams lay in 
the Honolulu harbor, a Kahaka boy 
came ahoard. 

“I am from the King,’’ he said. 
“His Majesty's palace has been 
seized and he has taken refuge in a 
boathouse down by the waterfront. 
He sends his compliments and says 
to please tell him what to do." 


Friend of Stevenson. 


On the following morning Amer- 
ican bluejackets and marines went 
ashore to protect American inter- 
ests. Meagtime, the forces of the 
King had put down the revolution, 
which had lasted but twenty-four 
hours. ‘The ringleaders were behind 
bars, among them being several 
Americans. 

His subsequent service in Samoa 
endeared that group of South .Sea 
islands and its people to young 

e. 

‘*While we were in the harbor of 
Apia, a small schooner came in and 
anchored,’’ said General Lejeune. 
“Aboard were Robert Louis Steven- 
son, Mrs. Stevenson and Stevenson's 
stepson, Lioyd Osbourne, then a 
little boy. Stevenson told us that he 
had searched the world for a place 
in which to spend the remainder of 
his Hfe and had decided. on Samoa. 
He had already picked out his place 
on the arm of a mountain near 
Vailima. He dined with us often. 
Physically, he was then little more 
than a skeleton, but his-spirit was 
undaunted.” 

On his return to the United States

“y PP what decided me was 
the greater variety of service and 
experience ome could-expect with the 
marinés,’* he explained. “Both ser- 
vices then were small. There were 
onty about 6,000 officers and men in 
the marines, and most of the men 
were foreigners, the bulk of them 
not even citizens of the United 
States. But a more loyal crowd I 
have never known. Their enthusi- 
asm for the service, even the flag, 
was superb.” 

At the beginning of the Spanish- 
American War Lejeune was a First 
Lieutenant in command of marines 
aboard the gunboat Cincinnati. This 
vessel took part in no fighting, but 
her officers thought one night they 
had taken on the Spanish fleet sin-. 
gie-handed. It was a false alarm: 

Of all the episodes in which Gen- 
eral Lejeune has had a directing 
hand ‘the one that.may be of great- 
est historical significance relates to 
Panama: He was in command of 
the marines landed there in Decem- 
ber, 1903, during the revolution that 
lay at the basis of.President Roose- 
velt’s famous remark: “‘While Con- 
gress debated I took the canal!” 

“While Panama had revolted from 
Colombia and had been recognized 
by us, Colon, which was a separate 
State, was only preparing to become 
independent when we landed ma- 
rines from the U. 8. S. Dixie,’*»said 
General Lejeune. ‘“‘A regiment of 
Colombian troops was. on duty in

Lejeune’s next foreign service was 
in Mexico in 1914. He was in com- 
mand of the marines during the first 
week of the occupation of Vera Cruz, 
“having hurried there from Tampico, 
where the ‘fmisunderstanding” with 
the Mexicans began. After the 
Mexican incident he became first as- 
-} sistant to Major Gen. Barnett, then 
commandant of the corps.. He held 
that post in Washington -during ‘the 
first preparations for the World 
War. .Later he was in charge of the 
training camp for marines at Quah- 
tico, Va., near Washington.-Through 
-this camp passed ali the marines that 
went to the front. : —S 

In May, 1918, Lejeune; then a 
Brigadier = General, - was - sent to 
France.. After several cursory as- 
signments he was put in command 
of the Second Division, made up of 
regulars and marines. “He ~com- 
manded the division during the All- 
American offensive at St. Mihiel, and 
later, when as ‘‘shock troops’ it 
seryed. as part of -the Fourth 
French..Army. It was during this 
experience that the division made 
its famous assault in the Champagne 
country, on Blanc Mont Ridge, dis- 
posing of the German threat against 
Rheims. : 

The division, under General. -Le- 
jeune, broke the Gernian line for 
the second time in the last eleven 
days of the war. . The troops ad- 
vanced .. thirty -kilometers, forcing 
the Germans back beyond the 
heights on the far bank of thé 
Meuse,” 

“Some parts of the division were 
gtill fighting at ‘noon, Nov. 11, 
1918,’’. said General Lejeune, ‘‘be- 
Cause they were so far in advance 
that we.couldn’t get word to them 
that hostilities were to cease: In 
fact, one platoon learned from: the 
Germans that the war was over." - 

For. his services General. Lejeune 
received .the Distinguished. Service 
Medal, the badge of the Legion’ of 
Honor andthe Croix de Guerre. 

“What was your greatest -thrill 
over there?’’ he was asked. 

“There were too many of them, 
they were ‘too continuous, for me to 
say,’’ he replied. 


General’s One- Hobby. 


General Lejeune has but one hobby 
and that is the Marine Corps. When 
induced to «take part in a National 
Press Club ‘‘hobby party’’’a year or 
two ago, he could think of nothing 
except the service in which he has 
spent his life. The British-Ambas- 
sador told of.a hunting episode in 
the Canadian wilderness, .a Justice of 
the Supreme Court read~a. favorite 
poem, but General Lejeune talked 
only of his beloved ‘Devil Dogs.” 
His love for them is immense; and 
he is in every sense.one of them. 

“Did -you -know,"’» he. asked the 
writer, ‘that “eight thousand of the 
boys, or about_one-third of the en- 
listed marines, are taking courses of 
systematic study along- probably .@ 
score of different lines?-- We ‘provide: 
for them courses prepared. by one 
of the large correspondence schools. 
But the studying is supervised and 
the papers are examined by officers. 
and men designated for that work. 
Final examination papers are passed 
on*by the school. Eighteen hundred 
got diplomas last year. 

‘*We do our best to. see that every 
man who enlists in the marines has 
opportunity for preparing for a bet- 
ter and more profitable life than 
was open to him when he entered 
the service. When you remember 
that most of our recruits now. are 
boys under. 21, you .will appreciate 
the worth of this. work..-We want. 
their parefts to feel that their boys 
are being cared for as painstakingly 
as if they were at home or in school.

Deadly Fumes Here 

The best known of these is prob- 
ably the Grotto del Cane on the 
Lake of Agnano, near Naples. For 
centuries it has borne a reputation 
for malignancy. As far back as the 
days of Pliny it was referred to as 
deadly. Seeping through the floor 
of the grotto rises a strange vapor, 
saturated with carbonic acid gas, 
which floats close to the floor, finally 
drifting out through the mouth of 
the cave.

Different in World of Art. 


But in the artistic world. Ah, how 
different. From the pallid poetical 
youths who lean listlessly from their 
vibratory blue towers of estheticism 
to prima donnas of formidable di- 
mensions who fight over dressing 
rooms, abuse orchestra conductors, 
and kick in door panels—poor dears, 
one has to excuse them. They are 
victims of temperament. Never bad 
temper or ‘‘nerves.’” Ever since Se- 
hastian Bach went out for a drink 
during a dull sermon in the little 
town of Deimor; ever since Richard 
Wagner stood on his head and 
vlimbed trees at Lucerne, tempera- 
ment has apologized for the. display 
of natural instincts, excused child- 
ish pranks and whitewashed every 
erime on the calendar. 

Fortunately, few of the tempera- 
mental peculiarities of prominent in- 
dividuals in the music world have 
had serious consequences. But pian- 
ists, above all others, seem to favor 
disappearances. Leopold Godowsky 
vanished from sight on Sept. 1, 1915. 
A letter left for his family miscar- 
ried and the Missing Persons Bureau 
was called into action. At that time 
Mr. Godowsky carried $160,000 
worth of life insurance and there 
were hints of suicide, but there was 
nothing: the matter. Fame and re- 
nown were too much.for Mr. Godow- 
sky. He simply wished to finish 
some important work for a musical 
firm in St. Louis and sought pri- 
vacy with a friend in Tenafly, N. J. 
Several days later Mr. Godowsky 
read of his disappearance in the pa- 
pers, was astonished at all the fuss 
and cume home like a good com- 
poser. 

Mr. Godowsky has an adventurous 
turn of mind. Once in Africa he 
rode alone to the camp of Raisuli, 
that most temperamental of Tripoli- 
tan bandits, who was holding the 
American, Perdicaris, for ransom. 
In the same year of his mysterious 
disappearance the eminent pianist 
refused tu appear with Caruso when 
he found the latter’s name in larger 
Jetters than his own on the concert 
program.

Judicious Publicity Needed. 


What Albania appears to need is 
a judicious publicity. Here, amid the 
mountains, survives what claims to 
be the oldest nation in Europe. In a 
land of uncertain frontiers, where 
there. are no railroads, no banks, 
hardly a \ridge and few highways— 
a land which Yugoslavia, Bulgaria 
and Greece would like to partition 
like Poland—dwells a race which was 
there before the Hellenes. entered 
Greéce, before’ Rome rose to empire, 
before the Slavs trekked west, and 


before the ‘Turk drove his scimitar 
into the Slav. Whatever has hap- 
pentd sometimes to Kings ip “Al- 
bania, at least it”can be said that 
the people have been models of ‘self- 
determination. The very geography 
proves it. For Albania, as delimited 
by Albanians themselves, includes 
Iilyria and. Macedonia. - And Mace- 
donia, or Emathea, means ‘‘great- 
ness," while Hlyria means ‘‘free- 
dom."’ All the oppressions of pashas 
and. beys, of kaimakams and mukh- 
tars, have not curbed Albania's 
spirit..‘‘The coasts of Hlyria,’’ vis- 
ited by St. Paul, are still inviolate. 
It was in November, 1912, that 
Albania made her latest declaration 
of ‘independence. Yet, after twelve 
years, this Japhet of the Balkans is 
still in search of a paternal poten- 
tate to guide her vivacious destinies. 
True, a kindly Kaiser - sent Prince 
William of Wied from his Watch on 
the Rhine to preside as Mpret of 
Albania over the select Four Hun- 
dared in Tirano. But when war oroke 
out, the Mpret hastily quit,. which, 
in Albania, is a-breach of etiquette. 
Nor is he wanted back again. In- 
deed, the Italians, who remember 
Austria, would also object to him. 
Failing Wied, Albania pro@uced a 
ruler of her.own, a certain Essad 
Pasha, whose biography reads like 
@ romance. In politics he was, like

The “Gliding Finns” 

The oldest known of all Winter 
sports is ski-running. The “gliding 
Finns” let their neighbors, the Nor- 
wegians and the Danes, copy their 
models, but the idea went.no further 
then, and skiing seems.to have been 
confined within those northern coun- 
tries until the Middle Ages. . The 
need of protection from invaders 
adept in the use of snowshoes made 
these peoples realize the advantage 
of a fighting body able to travel in 
all kinds. of weather. Some of the 
earliest accounts of skiing tell of its 
use for military purposes. 

Skating as well as skiing can be 
traced back to the Scandinavians of

Sometimes two runne together with 
poles, and hitting one the other, 
eyther one or both doe fall, not with- 
out hurt; some break their armes, 
some their legs, but youth desirous 
of glorie in this sort exerdiseth it 
selfe against the time of warre."’ 

Up to and including that century 
ice-skates. were made of the leg 
bones of the horse, the ass or the 
ox... A specimen pair of this period, 
now preserved in the British Mu- 
seum, shows that the skate had then 
a wide, flat, running surface, with 
an iron staple set horizontally in the

Primitive and Modern 


The French painter, Denis, speaks 
of the primitive as distinguished 
from the modern by his indifference 
to particular and transient impres- 
sions. “A realist,’ he says, “like 
the moderns but not in the same 
way; rather a scholar studying the 
structure of a countenance, without 
. concern for the magic of shadows 
and lights, indifferent to the ‘ef- 
fect,” he accumulates observations, 
sums up the total, and extracts from 
it the characteristic equivalent which 
even ‘through the most decorative 
synthesis preserves a sharp savor of 
analysis.” Although Mr. Conrow’s 
work is based upon the latest find- 
ings in scientific construction with a 
palette equally scientific and mod- 
ern, his modernity carries more than 
a slight suggestion of this definite 
quality assigned by Denis to the 
primitive, a quality to which the 
primitive owes the indestructible 
character of his art. 

Observe the Dr. Eisen. Whatever 
wisdom of design lies within those 
splendid triangles, blunted at the 
apex and pressed into flowing curves, 
thus avoiding the appearance of 
geometrical inflexibility, the charac- 
teristic of the portrait for the un- 
learned observer is the extraordinary 
likeness to.a man. Not merely its 
humanity (which does not always go 
without saying where individual!

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ACROSS THE RUBICON TODAY

N 49 B. C. (Caesar crossed the 
Rubicon and created.a stir. I 
crossed it recently and hardly 

knew it myself. I would not have 
known it if I had not been on the 
lookout for it. 

Caesar crossed it to the piping of 
a peasant, for it is related that while 
the great soldier was sitting on the 
north bank of the stream revolving 
in his mind the possible conse- 
quences of crossing, a merry peasant 
with a flute came over and the great 
Caesar, taking this as a good omen, 
declared that the man had pointed 
the way. Forthwith he crossed. 

I crossed on a railroad train to the 
accompaniment of rattling rails and 
creaking cars. 

When Caesar crossed he exclaimed 
dramatically: ~-‘‘The die is cast!"’ 
When I crossed I said disappoint- 
edly: ‘‘Not much of a creek, much 
less a river.”’ 

Authorities differ as to which of 
the numerous streams that flow into 
the Adriatic just north of Rimini is 
the Rubicon of renown. Baedeker 
says it is the little stream called the 
Pisciatello. Other authorities assert 
that the present Fiumicino was the 
Rubicon, and still others that the 
Rugone is the real thing. A papal 
bull, however, was issued in 1756 
declaring that the ancient and far- 
famed Rubicon of Caesar's time is 
none other than the Luso. There 
you are.

Where Is Steve Brodie? 


This is a strange world. Leander 
swam the Hellespont, so did Lord 
Byron, and their little exercise is 
all but forgotten. Some one swims 
the English Channel, his name ap- 
pears in the sporting columns and 
then he goes into an eclipse. Cap- 
tain Allcock hopped from Newfound- 
Jland to Ireland and today is rarely 
mentioned. Steve Brodie hopped off 
Brooklyn Bridge and all we ever 
hear of Steve is that he “took a 
chance.’ But Caesar crossed one 
of these little Rubicons two thousand 
years ago without getting his feet 
wet and the world still exclaims: 
“I have crossed the Rubicon!*’ 
**The die is cast!"’ . 

These assorted Rubicons are about 
the same size as Bull Run down in 
old Virginia. Some famous soldiers 
crossed that stream back in 1861 
headed for Washington. They did 
not have time to cast any dice and 
were too much out of breath to ex- 
claim anything. But the great 
Caesar was not in such a hurry. He 
had time to think it out.and when 
he crossed he did not run all the way 
to Rome, as did the Bull Run crowd 
to Washington, but took it in rather 
slow stages. This proved to be the 
correct method and within the same 
length of time that it took the Bull 
Run men to get back into their win- 
ning stride Caesar had conquered 
the known world. 

It is something of a disappoint- 
ment to discover that such a famous 
Tiver as the Rubicon neither flows 
nor runs, but only trickles, and if 
the season happens to be very dry, 
No. wonder it was lost 
in the sweep of centuries and that 
historians, guide book writers and 
antiquarians all select different little 
Rubicons. They have had fo select a 
babbling. brook, for there are no 
others in that particular section. If 
there was a real river anywhere in 
the locality whence Caesar started 
every one could get together on it 
and declare it the Rubicon. 

As a river, therefore, the Rubicon 
is something of a “‘cropper.’’ but as 
a frontier, a boundary, it loomed 
rather large in the old days, for it 
marked the northern limits of the 
State and the other side ‘of this gen- 
tle stream was a part of the prov- 
inces.. No Proconsul, which was 


Caesar's rank, could cross the fron- 
tier at the head of his troops with- 
out becoming an enemy of mighty 
Rome, and Rome was an enemy not 
to be treated lightly in the ‘‘brave 
days of old.'’ Such a crossing was 
forbidden by law and was considered 
mutiny. 

If the Rubicon has been lost as a 
river it survives as a symbol and 
as such it will continue, to live as 
long as the name Caesar conveys the 
idea of power, genius, decision, to 
the human mind, or as long as Rome 
stands for strength, victory, gran- 
deur and glory. Who has ever made 
a momentous decision without think- 
ing to himself ‘‘The Rubicon is 
crossed!"’ or ‘‘The die is cast’’? 
None. 

What laconic statement or message 
will ever rank with these simple 
words, words that carry a‘ tremen- 
dous message to all men? And 
whenever these immortal words are 
uttered or even thought of the mind 
intuitively goes to a little crystal 
stream a few miles above Rimini. 

Poor little Rubicon! You thread 
your feeble way through the forests 
and fields, scorned by the unthink- 
ing peasants who cross and recross 
you, ignored by ‘the travelers that 
sweep over you at high speed in 





trains.or automobiles, muddied by a 
little downpour of rain and swollen 
out of shape by a shower. You are, 
indeed, a weakling in the world of 
waters! There are ten thousand 
rivers that could blot you out in the 
twinkling of an eye, that could 
swallow. you without knowing it, 
that could absorb ‘all your waters 
sincé you first emerged from the 
earth and deem it nothing of a feat! 
You are negligible, 

Mighty Rubicon! You mark the 
irrevocable step taken by the great- 
est conqueror of all the ages! Your 
slender silver thread of water, wind- 
ing down through the green pines, 
is the boundary between courage 
and cowardice, between faith and 
doubt, between. civilization and 
chaos, law and lawlessness!

the Legislature instead of “y popul 
vote. His idea of public service. as 
Senator did not include wasting time 
upon visitors to the Capitol. So he 
issued an order that ‘no cards were 
to be brought to his desk. “That 
order. was obeyed even when Nicho- 
las Murray Butler arrived with his 
card. Mr. Butler, marooned in the 
lobby, had to be rescued by Vice 
President Sherman in order to be 
mducted at last to Senator Root. 
that episode, it is said, the card 
order was modified. Nevertheless, 
access to Senator Root remained dif- 

ficult for most of his constituents. 

There was also the matter of the 
free seeds which Senators and Rep- 
resentatives in. Congress are em- 
powered and expected to distribute 
to qualified rural voters. The story 
is that Senator Root refused at first 
to avail himself of this privilege— 
that, in fact, he directed to be re= 
turned to the Department of Agri- 
culture the 18,000 packages of seeds 
which were his Senatorial share. 
Whereup arose from up-State (as we 
say) a clamor and a correspondence. 
Eventually the seeds had to be sent 
out as usual, and, one account has 
it, Senator Root had to apply for an 
additional clerk to get the job dpne. 

It has been noted that Root's elec- 
tion .to the Senate was by the Leg- 
islature at Albany, not by the peo- 
ple. Indeed, except as a member of 
constitutional conventions and of the 
Electoral College, Root -has_ rarely 
appealed to the public. suffrage for 
office. His first essay in 1879, when 
at the age of 24 he was defeated for 
Judge of the Court of Common 

© Pleas, made him, as somebody put 
it, ‘‘poll-shy.’’ And, for all that he 
has done since, that ‘‘poll-shyness’’ 
has remained with him. 

Yet, according to F. M. Davenport, 
Professor of Law and Politics in his 
own Hamilton College, Root, though 
“imbued with. the philosophy of 
Alexander Hamiiton’’—that is to say, 
Hamilton’s sense of order as op- 
posed to Jefferson’s passion for lib- 
erty—is not nearly as distrustful of 
the people as Hamilton was. Rath- 
er he is a “‘wise and cautious lib- 
eral."" As such it is his care that 
the people shall not be unguided and 
that they shall not be misled. Dav- 
enport, who was Progressive candi- 
date for Governor in- 1914. (when: 
Root’s steam roller convention elim- 
inated Roosevelt), did not make a 
very impressive showing at the polis. 
He-tells of calling on- Root not long 
afterward and finding with him Rob- 

* ert Bacon, who had been Root’s As- 
sistant Secretary of State. ‘‘Do you 
know Davenport,’’ said Root to Ba- 
con. “Oh, perhaps you voted for 
him. Somebody did.’’

And he 
has become the most significant 
American figure in international af- 
fairs in spite of the facet that Amer- 
ica’s part in those affairs has been 
determined mainty bypersons whose 
policies have not always or often 
agreed with those of Root himseif. 
The Nobel Peace Prize was con- 
ferred upon him ‘‘for eminent mer- 
its in -the pacification of the Phil- 
ippines and Cuba and in handling 
the American-Japanese dispute.’’ His 
honorary degrees may be taken as 
some measure of his international 
reputation. These include, outside 
the honors paid-him by the institu- 
tions of learning in his own land, 
degrees from Toronto, McGill, Lima, 
Leyden, Oxford and Paris, thus rep- 
resenting roughly recognition of his 
distinguished services in connection 
with our American neighbors to the 
north and south of ‘us, and in re- 
gard to Europe. Europe's recogni- 
tion is further expressed, however, 
in many memberships in learned 
and legal societies and in decorations. 
Perhaps it is not irrelevant -to 
mention -that Elihu Root is a mem-

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TOURISTS SOON CAN VISIT 
CRUSOE’S ISLE 


HE tourist will soon be able to 
include in his trip the island 
where Robinson Crusoe lived. 
An interesting hotel proprietor 
is about to erect a hotel on Juan 
Fernandez, and a regular steamboat 
service is to be maintained between 
the island and Valparaiso to attract 
vizitors from all parts of the world. 

Juan Fernandez, which is about 
twelve miles in length and five miles 
across at its widest part, lies some 
450 miles from the coast of Chile, to 
which it belongs. It was the stirring 
narrative which Alexander Selkirk, 
the Scottish sailor, had to tell of his 
lonely life on the island that led 
Defoe to write ‘‘Robinson Crusoe.’’ 

The island can be reached from 
Valparaiso in about twenty-five 
hours: If a regular steamboat ser- 
vice is inaugurated, as at present 
proposed, and suitable accommoda- 
tion provided, the island will no 
doubt be of interest to many tour- 
ists. The places associated with 
Alexander Selkirk will naturally ap- 
peal to them most. 

There is the cave, or grotto, which 
he used as his house. Around the 
walls are still a number of rusty 
nails and rude shelves and cupboards. 
Then there is Lookout Point, a lofty 
pinnacle over 2,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. Selkirk is said to 
have climbed this peak every day 
during the first eight months" stay 
on the island in the hope of attract- 
ing the attention of some passing 
ship. Although it looks barren from 
the sea, the island is well wooded and 
has many springs. Wild goats are 
still there, as well as a few wild 
horses, and there are many birds of 
beautiful plumage in the woods. 

About 250 persons live on the 
island today. The men are prin- 
eipally engaged in fishing and there 
are a few whalers. They live in log 
bungalows around Cumberland Bay, 
and many have beautiful gardens 
with cherry trees. Two schools, a 
small church, a post office and the 
new wireless station are the only 
public buildings. The most notewor- 
thy graves in the cemetery are those 
of two German sailors from the 
cruiser Dresden, the wreck of which 
lies in Cumberland Bay, where it was 
sunk 1a 1915 by the British warship 
Glasgow. 

Selkirk was by no means the first 
sailor, or even the last, to live a 
lonely life on the island. Although 
the true story of Juan Fernandez is 
not at all well known, it has had an 
interesting history. It was discovered 
by a Spanish sailor, Juan Fernandez, 
after whom it was named, as far back 
as 1568. After he reported his find 
to his Government, he decided to set- 
tle down on the island, telling his 
Captain he would end his days there. 
He must have lived there for a long 
time, according to Spanish accounts, 
and left behind him as a gift to. pos- 
terity a herd of pigs and goats. 

The island appears next in history 
as the shelter of b s. It was 
conveniently near the Spanish settle- 
ments, and on Spain the buccaneers 
made war with savage ferocity. 
Those were the days of Lolonnois, 
the cruel; Sir Henry Morgan, knight 
and pirate, and many others. They 
took their ships to the island-to ob- 
tain fresh water. 

According to a Chilean record the 
first known Crusoes to live there 
were a party of three sailors from the 
Dutch Admiral De Witt's fleet. They 
weré left upon the island, it-is said, 
at their own. request, some eighty 
years before Selkirk set foot upon it. 
The Admrial left them a large quan- 
tity of provisions, a few cooking 
utensils and guns and ammunition. 

The real hero of the island, of 
course, is Alexander Selkirk, who 
was put ashore on the island in 1704, 
some fourteen years after the Span- 
ish had landed there. It was at his 
own request that he landed, after he 
had a falling out with his Captain. 
His heart failed him none the lese 
when he saw the ship about to leave 
the bay. He fell on his knees and 








begged the Captain to take him on 
board again: But ‘his entreaties had 
no effect, and the vessel sailed away 
without him. It was lucky for him, 
too, that he was left behind, for a 
short time after the ship was. cap- 
tured by the Spaniards. 

Selkirk was by no means ill-pro- 
vided, for he had a fair stock of 
boots, clothes, a Bible and several 
other books, a few cooking utensils 
and a few mathematical instruments. 
He had vegetable seeds also, from 
whieh he raised a fine garden the 
next year. He kept his larder sup- 
plied with goats’ flesh,.and the pi- 
mento tree, which flourishes on the 
Island, supplied him with pepper and 
candles and sweet-smelling firewood 
as well. He made clothes out of 
goatskins, 

During hig long stay on the island 
he saw many ships, but of these only 
two put in to shore. Some Spaniards 
landed, saw Selkirk and gave chase. 
This was the only occasion on which 
the outer world invaded his solitude 
until the arrival of the ship in which 
he finally left Juan Fernandez for- 
ever. 

Selkirk was rescued from his lonely 
kingdom, after a stay of four years 
and four months, by Captain Roger, 
who described him as ‘‘a man dressed 
in goats’ skins and wilder in appear- 
ance then the goats themselves,” 
With him the glory of Juan Fernan- 
dez passed into fiction and lives for- 
ever in Defoe’s pages. On his return 
to England, Selkirk met Defoe and 
told him of his adventures. 


Other Castaways 


But Juan Fernandez had_ other 
castaways besides Selkirk and those 
already mentioned. In 1730 the 
Speedwell was wrecked off its shores, 
and her crew remained for many 
months, until they had. built a boat 
in which they departed, leaving be- 
hind them a colony of eleven men. 
But, it is said, these were later mas- 
sacred by the Spaniards. Two years 
after, when the island was again 
visited,.no trace remained of them. 
The only people who ever seemed to 
have enjoyed a visit to the island 
were members of Lord Anson’s party 
in 1741. They stayed there for three 
months to cure themselves of scurvy. 
After living on fresh vegetables and 
fruit the disease disappeared. 

Lord Anson’sChaplain was the first 
to apprise the world of a wonderful 
singing bird that lives on the island. 
“Its notes enchant the ear and make 
the woods resound with meétody,” he 
wrote. ‘‘This untutored chorister 
is somewhat less in size than the 
goldfinch, its plumage beautifully 
intermixed with red and other vivid 
colors, and the golden crown upon 
its head so bright and glowing when 
seen in the full light of the sun tha 
it surpasses all description."’ : 

In 1743 a Spanish sea Captain, who 
had visited the island, urged his Gov- 
ernment to annex the land, but Spain 
did not think much of the suggestion 
until it was rumored that England 
was thinking. seriously of doing s0 
on account of Lord Anson's report. 
The Spanish built a fort there in 
1750 which commands the harbor. 
This was destroyed in 1752 by an 
earthquake.’ But Spain did not enjoy 
her possession long before the 
Chileans took it away and turned 
the island ‘into a penal settlement. 
It was used as such for twenty years, 
down to 1835. Another earthquake 
destroyed the penal institution. 

Since that day the Chilean Govern- 
ment has leased: the island several 
times to private speculators. In 1868 
it was taken over by a German en- 
gineer, who established a thriving 
colony there and who erected q tablet 
to the memory of Alexander Selkirk. 
In 1877 the island was again let, this 
time to an eccentric Swiss, who 
wished the delights of seclusion. He 
took with him a small band of colo- 
nists, who, from their manner of life, 
might have been the Swiss Family 
Robinson. But they soon tired of the

“HE pian to turn part of the 
Hospice of the Great Saint 
Rernard into a modern Alpine 

_ hotel, reported in dispatches 

from Europe, foreshadows the end of 
nearly a thousand years of a con- 
tinuous work of devotion. For cen- 
turies the service of the canon’ of 
the hospice has been the best known 
and the most picturesque of all the 
world’s good works. It is very nearly, 
if not absplutely, the- oldest existing 


charity. 

In a stone house older than any 
dwelling in English-speaking Amer- 
ica, at an altitude of 8,100 feet above 
the sea, close to the perpetual snows, 
a little body of life savers have stood 
guard ceaselessly for some nine cen- 
turies. According to the accepted 
account, Saint Bernard, 
of Menthon, posted them there in the 
year 962. ‘When Canute, King of 
England and ruler of the North, 
made his way through the pass on 
his pilgrimage to Rome, he must 
have foundn the brethren there at 
their duty, rescuing travelers from 
the clutches of the avalanche and 
snowstorm. 

But times have changed. Accord- 
ing to data published shortly before 
the war, from twenty-five to thirty 
thousand persons a year, making the 
trip through the pass, sought the 
hospitality of the brethren. In true 
medieval fashion, the hospice -sup- 
plies. every visitor with bed and 
board without charge. He is at 
liberty, if he chooses,.to show his 
gratitude by placing alms in the 
little box within the hospice church. 

But this box, though Baedeker 
carefully points it out—‘‘the first 
pillar on the left’’—seems to have 
escaped the attention of the greater 

ber of the hospice guests, whose 
number has been increased by motor 
touring. Switzerland, which has con- 
tributed yearly to the correction of 
the deficit, has had of late to econo- 
mize. Expenses in'the Pass of Saint 
Bernard, as in most other parts of 
the world, have risen. There seems 
nothing for it but to change the 
hospice into a modern Alpine 
hostelry. 


Throng of Summer Tourists 


Daring the three good months 
there come to the Saint Bernard a 
throng of tourists. But during the 
nine months of its Winter, though 
tourists are lacking, there come con- 
siderable numnbers of Swiss-Italian 
borderers who travel from necessity. 
The railroad tunnel of Mont Cenis 
lies far to the south, and that of the 
Saint Gothard far to the east. 
Though the road for some miles from 
the hospice of Saint Bernard is gén- 
erally passable only on foot or hoof, 
many still have to use it. 

It seems that even if transformed 
into a hotel, the establishment will 
have to*keep open the year round, in 
order to care for those who need its 
shelter. It wil! im that case become 
the highest hotel remaining open the 
year round in all of Europe. 

At present the old hospice with one 
exception is the highest point of 
year-round habitation in the Alps. 
One other hospice, the highest of a 
chain in the Stelvio Pass, between 
Italy and the Tyrol, alone overtops 
it. The difficulty experienced by the 
canons or abbés of Saint Bernard 
in keeping house through the Winter 
may be imagined from the fact that 
they must lay in nine months’ stock 
of everything they- may need from 
flour to fuel, during the months of 
July, August and September. A 
force of pack horses keeps steadily at 
work during that brief interval, for 
everything must be brought by this 
tedious means. 

The duty of the life savers is con- 
stant, and for a great part of the 
time it is arduous, Even when the 
sun shines, it is the rule to keep two 
watchers on the lookout for travelers 
in difficulty. The worse the weather, 
“the more there is to do. During the 
.frequent storms that rage in the 
pass, it often happens that the en- 
tire force of the hospice turns out to 
hunt some missing traveler.

out exception. They made the deep- 
est impression. upon me. They 
cured me of my socialism. They 
opened my eyes about the cant of 
statesmen, such as ‘the consent of 
the governed,’ and about the inner 
value of such things as ‘Pariia= 
ment’ and ‘universal suffrage.” I 
was deeply impressed by Nietzsche's 
wonderful precept, ‘Live danger- 
ously.’ I have lived up to that, I 
think.”* ’ 
Nietzsche's “philosophy has two 
chief- principles—the doctrine of the 
Superman and that of Eternal Re- 
eurrence, both of which trace back 
to Machiavelli. There is also clear 
kin between Nietzsche’s “Blonde 
Beast’’ and Machiavelli’s idealization 
of Caesar Borgia. Further similar- 
ity is seen in his insistence that men 
take their destiny out of the blind 
power of evolution and guide it 
themselves with strong hand and 
clear will toward a definite goal. 
Virulent against idealism and altru- 
ism, Nietzsche declared, “Egoism is 
the essence of all noble souls,” and 
he said that Christian sympathy 
with the “botched and weak” was 
“more harmful than any vice.” 

It is not difficult to understand 
that, while heeding Nietzsche as he 
reflected Machiavelli, Mussolini’s 
mind has been too sane, too prac- 
tical, too idealistic essentially, to 
permit his entry into the fold of the 
Prussian. Moreover, Nietzsche died 
before his philosophy received its 
testing, from 1914 to 1918, whereas 
Mussolini has before him the story 
of those years, and, as Machiavelli 
bade him, has “gone behind to the 
real truth of things rather than to a 
fancy picture’ such as the tortured 
mind of the Prussian painted. 

No Italian, dreaming of a free 
Italy, could escape the glowing in- 
fluence of Giuseppe Mazzini. Mus- 
solini has felt it, and in his call to 
the youth of Italy one found echo 
of the spirit of the great humani- 
tarian. Mazzini died in 1872, after 
a life full of fighting,’ disappoint- 
ments, exile, all suffered in the 
cause of the freedom of Italy and 
humanity. His nationalism was vi- 
rile as that of either Machiavelli or 
Mussolini, but he saw in it a means 
to an end. He deprecated “that 
spirit of nationalism which retards 
the progress of our intellectual life 
by isolating it from the universal 
life palpitating- among the millions 
of our brethren abroad. * * * We 
must make humanity-a single fam- 
ily.” 

Over against the force insisted 
upon by Mussolini, Machiavelli and 
Nietzsche, Mazzini says: “Great rev- 
olutions are the work rather of prin- 
ciples than of bayonets, and are 
achieved first in the moral and 
afterward in the material sphere.’’ 
Though he was not.a Christian, his 
great fear was that democracy 
should forget God. His complaint

recent dilemmas that he, too, stands 
at the forking of the road. He has 
stressed, theoretically and practical- 
ly, nationalism, the State as an end 
in itself, and violence as a means 
of reaching that end. He has ex- 
tolled Machiavellism, and while 
praising the idealism of Mazzini and 
its inspirational value, has ventured 
to express dissent from the idealist. 
In 1923, speaking on the Electoral 
Reform bill, he said: ‘‘I should like 
to deny that Giuseppe Mazzini him- 
self can be included in 4d acy. 
His methods certainly were not dem- 
ocratic. He was very consistent in 
his aims, but how many times was 
he not incoherent and ch ble in 
his means!” : 








Mussolini and Mazzini 
Mussolini chafed under the asser- 
tion that the lower classes had been 
prominent in the rebuilding of Italy. 
That was inimical to his favoring of 
the middle classes and his views as 
to the subordination of the lower. 
One has to stretch history far to 
deny the democracy of Mazzini, 
while admitting that of Mussolini. 
,8o we sée Mussolini at the parting 
of the ways, himself clearly realiz- 
ing the impossibility, at this time of 
day, of the permanence of the prin- 
ciples of government that have been 
valuable in emergency. As Lord 
Morley has said, ““‘To declare war is 
to suspend not merely habeas cor- 
pus, but the Ten Commandments, 
and some other good commandments 
besides.’” What may be defended 
in emergency may. be intolerable 
when the emergency is past. Mus- 
solini has made swiftly dramatic 
changes before, and it may be with 
in the range of his genius to make 
others, so that the spirit of Mazzini, 





humanitarianism, may take the place 
of that of Machiavelli and Nietzsche.

HE celebration not many, days 

ago of’‘‘The Show-Off’s’’ first 

anniversary~ leads us to think 

over the reasons be ig we may 
admire it so much. - 

The theatrical end of “The Show- 
Off” can very well take care of itself. 
Mr. Kelly’s years in vaudeville -stand 
him in good stead there. He knows 
‘when to begin a motive and when to 
stop it, his sense of the right, length 
of a scene governs throughout the 
play. He holds the attention safely 
always by getting the right movement 
without the obvious effect of speeding 
it up. He knows a good balance to 
maintain. in the speeches back and 
forth among the characters, the 
length of speeches and the pressure 
by which, in a running and seemingly 
off-hand speech, the thing necessary 
to the plot and the situation can be 
punched into our minds. The themes 
of his play aré, on their’ larger side, 
old and tried themes of: the ‘theatre. 
There is the theme, an ancient favor- 
ite, always recurrent, of ‘the freak, 
the ‘eccentric, the ne’er-do-well, the 
dreamer in the midst of a practical 
family, who somehow in the end 
comes out successfully above them 
all.

But the thing that is so notable about 
“The Show-Off’’ is the way in which, 
without pretense or any brow of seri- 


ousness, it refines upon these stock , 


motives and themes and the way in 
which it dilates the range of the play 
to cover so much of the human com- 
edy. ‘‘The Show-Off’’ remains in my 
mind as a very much pointed up sec- 
tion of life seen with a strange secur- 
ity and scope. As a comedy should, 
it has the knack of rippling along 
without seeming to mean anything 
necessarily beyond laughable com- 
binations of characters and actions 
and remarks and recognizable hits at 
human nature and the things we. do. 
It is never solemn; at first sight it 
would: seem -to have thought. no more 
about life, and about what it makes 
happen for us there on the stage, than 
most of the audiénce have thought 
about life or wijat happens to them. 
But I am more and more impressed 
by the shadings that ‘‘The Show-Off’’ 
achieves within these larger and fa- 
miliar motivations.

WHAT iT COSTS TO PRODUCE A PLAY, AND WHY 


NE, of the latest of the Broadway 
anecdotes is not without its direct 
application to what, by careful 
attention, will be found to be the 
theme of this piece—to wit, what 

becomes of the money the theatregoing 
public so. freely shoves across box- 
office counters. 


Well, str, there was a>man:who made 
a huge fortune In. railroading or some 
such thing and who, though frankly 
ignorant -of the theatrical’ business, 
nevertheless let himself be inveigled 
into standing sponsor for a production 
a bright young man was about to make. 
He was content, said this rich man, to 
keep ‘his -hands off the proceedings com- 
‘pletely and to confine himself to the 
business of a regular provision of funds. 

His show, after strenuous rehearsals, 
opened in Baltimore. So that, about ten 
days after the Baltimore opening, it 
was but natural for a friend who 
chanced to meet the rich man on the 
street that he should ash about his 
theatrical flier. 

“How,” he asked, for Ye was not one 
to. go out pf his way in a’search for 
Tangoney, ‘"is your show going?”’ 

“‘Well,”’ said the rich man, frankly 
ane. soberly, “I'll tell you. We lost 
$7,000 in Baltimore last’ week. Is that 
considered go0d?’’ 

“Among the theatrically wise, moreover, 
a further ending has been given the 
story. This ending has it that the. in- 
quirer was an experienced producer, who 
said “‘yes’’ and, congratulated his friend 
before he proceeded about ‘his business. 
But, on the other hand, there are those 
who consider this apochryphal ending a 
gratuitous insult to a friendly city, say- 
ing that nor Wilkes-Barre nor Buffalo 
are any more financially receptive to an 
unknown show.

“field that Bernard Shaw's dramatic 
work began’ to* be known outside 
literary: circles in England. ‘Arms 
and the Man’’. was the first Shaw 
play that Mansfield produced in+Amer- 
jeg. Jt had been done in London at 


the Avenue Theatre by. Miss Horniman, 


and run at a loss; but in the United 
States it became one of ,the popular 
pieces of Mansfield’s yépertoire. After 


‘this Mansfield was elways asking Shaw 


for anotKer play, Ultimately he. pro- 
duced’ "The Devil's Disciple,” whicty was 
also a-big American success. Shaw sent 
Mansfield ‘Caesar and Cleopatra,”’. but 
Mansfield didn’t like. the’ play and 
thought -!t was not suited to him. I 
remember that Mansfield wrote and told 
Shaw that he thought the part of Cleo- 
patra should be played by, Miss Ada 
Reeve. This caused Shaw to write 
Mansfield a characteristic letter. .He 
said he was grateful to Mansfield for 
making his plays known in America, 
and wanted him to do ‘‘Caesar and 
Cleopatra.’ If Mansfield would not do 
it; he said he would give it to Irving 
or Tree, as he did not -really need a 
good-actor for his play. 


It was also about this time that Mans- 
field accepted a play by Greenhough 
Smith of The Strand Magazine. It was 
entitled ‘Castle Sombras’, and was all 
about a black knight in, a mysterious 


‘Beastie who saw no one from. the outer 


world. And now I will relate a curious 
thing. ‘Castle Sombras’’.was rehearsed 
as a very serious play. Mansfield pro- 
duced it in Chicago, and in the early mo- 
Pments of the play the “mystery” of 
the knight was emphasized, Mansfield 
played the part and appeared in deep 
black, looking intensely sombre: Some- 
how his first line struck the audience as 
funny, and everything he said after that 
went to a ripple of laughter. When 
there came a dagger fight, in which the 
duelists were blindfolded, and, search- 
ing for each other, stabbed the furniture 
and the walls, the audience lay back and 
rocked with merriment. We, who knew 
that the whole thing was intended as 
a’ serious play, were on tenterhooks, 
wondering what Mansfield’in his wrath 
would’ do after the first act. Mrs. 
Mansfield had come from New York to 
see the first performance, and she went 
behind with me during the first inter- 
val, ‘Dick, Dick,”’ she said, as soon as 
she saw her husband, “isn’t this ter- 
rible” They are all laughing.” 

“What else did-you expect, my dear?’ 
returned Mansfield, He gave no hint 
that he had expected anything from the 
audience but. laughter. He , pretended 
he had Known all along that it was a 
burlesque ggg es and from. that 
moment he played “it like that. The 
piece was a roaring’ success. At the 
end of the first act the newspaper critics 
undoubtedly were. puzzled; but I, hav- 
inig.received the cue. from Mansfield, 
talked in the lobby to every-one-I-could 
about the piece as burlésque, and told 
the manager and every one else fo do 
the same. The result was that next 
morning most of the critics dealt with 
the play as one of the cleverest bur- 
lesques: of romantic melodrama ever 
written. Some writers compared Green- 
hough Smith to Bernard Shaw. I be- 
lieve that Greenhough Smith, who was 
in London, wondered greatly when he 
received his ‘press cuttings. I bee 
lieve he was inclined to be oyed.

How Miniature Replicas: - 


of Monsters 


By MORDAUNT HALL., 


HE LOST WORLD,” the film at 
the Astor Theatre in which re- 
productions of antediluvian mon- 
sters are seen, is an effort, likely 
to provoke a great deal of dis- 
cussion, as the ‘movements of the dum- 
mies appear to he wonderfully natural 
fn many respects, especially when the 
aHosaurus engages the brontosaurus in 
battle. There seems to be fire in the 
eyes of the two ‘‘monsters’’ as _ their 
jaws' open and they come to grips. 
Mathematical precision, a deep study 
of animal life and infinite patience were 
mecessary in making the scenes in which 
thése reproductions are used. One of 
the visitors: to the studio in which this 
picture was made says that the first 
thing that met his eyes was a perfect 
reproduction of a forest, about 200 by 
800 feet, with a plateat which looks hun- 
dreds of feet high in tthe picture, which 
actually was constructed in true propor- 
tions to the tiny trees. Therefore it was 
perhaps three feet high. A tree that 
looks on the screen to be about 60 or 70 
feet high in this beautifully reproduced 
miniature set was only 18 inches above 
the flooring. 
“This forest looked very real, if small, 


- @nd the perspective was remarkable 


when -one gazed at it through half-open 
eyes,” said this visitor. “It was designed 
with much thoroughness and apprecia- 
tion for the veriest detail, everything 
being constructed in perfect proportion. 


“Monsters’”’ Eighteen Inches. 


“The monsters were about eighteen 
inches long, in some cases a trifle smaller 
and in others somewhat larger. The 
Producing of this film required a most 
careful study of the habits of animals, 
how they waiked, whether they swung 
from side to side and the consequent 
movements of other portions of their 
anatomy. Everything was a matter of 
mathematical precision, and the most 
Painstaking work with seven cameras, 
@ach one on ‘a trolley, which when 
moved into position was locked in place. 
Hivery little change in movement had 
to be made for one aperture of the 
cameras, which is about- one-sixteenth 
of @ second, And by the aid of special 
backgrounds the: ‘animals’ were made to 
look as if they leapt at each other. 

“Although it requires far more atten- 
tion and study, it is much on the same 
idea as that of making cartoons—with 
@ separate drawing of the slightest 
movement for eath click of the camera. 
The Seven cameras, worked by one elec- 
tric button, took one. frame together, 
giving a view from différent angles. 
The movements were most gradual, with 
the result that when seen on the screen 
the animals appear to be quite lifelike. 
Some animals leap, others crawl and 
still others fly. This‘had to be care- 
fully considered in the producing of this 
picture. Then in the movements of the 
Supposed monsters a ponderous effect 
had to be given by Shaving the sugges- 
tion of a-wabble. 

“Hach movement of trifling conse- 
quence had to be pictired separately to 
make the whole effect appear to be real, 
One has to bear in mind that an animal 
will move its leg, its eyes, its head, its 
meck and sides and its tail. Conse- 
quently the amount. of clever study and 
minute attention to detail can be grasped 
when one considers that sixteen frames 


.fma picture pass in a single sécond on 


the screen. Then there are différent 
movements according to what the gni- 


mals are doing, whether they are sup- 


posed to be eating or drinking, walking 
or fighting. 

“It must not be presumed that these 
are mechanical toys, for those Mmove- 
ments would never seem natural. To 
get some of ‘ne effects there .was not 
only double and triple exposures for 
many feet of film, but, also quadruple 
and even up to septuple exposures. Keen 
attention had to be given and careful 
notes taken of every click of the camera 
and whet had been snapped on that par- 
ticular stretch of negative,

minutes.” 

About. seven years ago Watterson R. 
Rothacker bought the screen rights to 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s fantastic 
story.

More than 
two years ago some of the perfect re- 
productions of the monsters in minia- 
ture had been made and they were 
photographed.

Willie H. O’Brien had for several years 
made a deep study of prehistoric mon- 
sters. His experiments_and work were 
financed by Mr.*Rothacker, who was ex- 
trémely enthusiastic about \making the 
picture. 








On June 3, 1922, Sir Arthur mystified 


the Society of American Magicians by 
showing portions of the scréen version 
of his book. Soon afterward there was 
— the declaration from Herbert 
awley to the effect that devicég that 
had made possible the filming of ‘‘The 
Lost World’ had been ‘‘pirated’’ from 
him.’ Then Sir Arthur wrote a letter to 
Harry Houdini, in which he explainégd 
that the exhibition of the pictures 
(which he had described as ‘‘psychic”® 
and “‘preternatural,” but not ‘“‘occult’’ 
or “‘supernatural’’) had been put:<on to 
provide a little mystification to “‘those 
who have so often and so successfully 
mystified others.”” He added that. the 
dinosaurs and other monsters/had been 
constructed by pure cinema and were to 

e used for “The Lost World’’ picture, 
dealing with prehistoric life upon a 
South American plateau. 

“T eould not resist the 
surprise your associates 
wrote Sir Arthur. “I am 
forgive me if for a few 
had them guessing.”’ 

it was Herbert M. Dawley’s conten- 
tion that he had invented the realistic 
movements of the animals, the undula- 
tions of their bodies and the apparent 
conformity of all parts to their’ suc- 
cessive changes of attitude. He de- 
clared that he held the basic patents 
and that the Doyle pictures had been 
worked out with the unlawful assistance 
of a man who had obtained the secret 
while working in his studios. 

A report of a talk by Mr. Dawley 
read: “These pictures of antediluvian 
giants are produced by filming small 
models on a miniature stage. A twig 
in the foreground makes a great tree 
in the picture. A blade of grass near 
the camera lens shows on the film like 
some vegetable monolith of the propor- 
tions of Washington Monument. With 
the sense of proportion of the spectator 
imposed upon by such- devices, the small 
models suggest the greatest of created 
things.”" The details were worked out 
by Mr. Dawley. Professor Henry Fair~ 
field. Osborn, Director of the American 
Museum of Natural History, allowed 
him -to make careful drawings and 
studies 6f skeletons and reproductions 
on exhibition there, and other paleon- 
tologists checked the work as the films 
were prepated.

If Mr. Gordon really wants to know 
whether prohibition is a success or not, 
he should not merely consider the care- 
fully prepared statistics of the Drys, be- 
wcause & comparison of the last four wet 
years and the first four dry years do 
not tell the true story. A ¢omparison 
of the yearly figures from:1916 to 1924 
will show that arrests for public in- 
toxication, admissions to hospitals for 
alcoholism sharply declined under the 
war-time restrictions of \ high ldquor 
taxes, 2.75 per cent. beer, and the ex- 
ample ofa dry ‘army and navy reach- 
ing the low point in 1919, and from that 
year on there has been steady annual 
increase, until the statistics for 1924 be- 
gin to approach those of 1916, when 
ywhisky was cheap and beer was strong. 

The story of the success of intelligent 
restrictions on the liquor traffic and 
the disappointing failure of prohibition, 
can be briefly shown in a comparison of’ 
the figures of 1916, 1919 and 1924, 

Had prohibition accomplished one-half 
the good that its advocates expected, the 
fact that it restricted personal liberty 


of the individual would be of secondary 
importance to the genéral welfare of 
the nation. But when I see, for example, 
that arrests for: public intoxication for 
1924 in New York are almost “double 
‘what they were in 1919, I n to think 
that. prohibition is an position on the 
public, and the Volstead eet should be 
modified and liberalized at the earliest 
possible moment.

The physi- 
cians were greatly resi by routine 
work from taking any especially active 
part in the eradication ofthis one dis- 
ease. 





THE CRUSADE AGAINST DRUGS 





To the Editor of. The New York Times: 

I had hoped to see-a little more detail 
in our press about the battle against 
opium in conrfection with the meeting in 
Geneva of the Opium Commission of the 
League of Nations. I am one ef those 
who believe that civilization today can 
maintain itself and go forward only as 
we beat back the great race destroyers, 
which are race feuds, race polsons and 
race congestion (overpopulation). I be- 
lieve there is no stronger way to prepare 
the soil on which war may cease to be| 
than world fraternization around the 
great race destroyers. Such a world 
fraternization we have in this crusade 
against drugs. I welcome it for thé rea- 
son that it gets us together around a 
moral cause; also because it tries to 
work out some scheme for minimizing 
thé ravages of a hideous race poison. 

The ‘story of the crusade against opium 
is one thing in which we Americans 
have really played a.gvod part. When 
Roosevelt was President, China ‘was 
smuggling opi into thé Philippines. 
The islands did not want it. Roosevelt 
sent for Dr. Hamilton Wright and said: 
“Go over to the Philippines and stop the 
opium smuggling.’’ Dr. Wright went, 
and in five years it was stopped. 

How the moral elements in. China 
hated opium! When they saw what the 
United States had done in the Philip- 
pines it emboldened them to try prohi- 
bition of opium in ‘their.greatland. In 
1907 they began to stop: the growing of 
the poppy. They also asked the British 
Government to stop imports from India. 
India agreed gradually: $6" limit imports 
up to ten years, when/it Should cease al- 
tegether., It ceased: in seven years be- 
cause India saw that China had made 


good and hastened ‘to help her by cut- [7 


ting down the time limit. 

All this is a noble and wonderful tale, 
making us think .of Amiel’s~ saying, 

“that twin-thought when you see a fine 
man, Tet us also be men.’ 

‘But alas, much of this moral Sitvanice 
has been lost. The Central Government 
in China was overthrown. In the prov- 
inces Military. Governors took posses- 
sion. They must have money ‘to feed 
their armies. They, forced the farmers 





to raise the poppy. in order to ane Tev-

enue for them. The farmers had to do 
it—and then had te “pay fines, too, for 
doing an illegal ‘thing. 

The International Anti-Opium Asso- 
ciation (W. H. Graham Aspland, M. D., 
Secretary, 40 Teng Shih Kou, Peking, 
China), consists. of the noble few who 
are trying to Keep the fires burning till 
the. Central Govérnment is restored. 
Their pamphlets come constantly to me, 
and through them I- can see that China 
is the crux of .the Eastern situation. 
If ‘China..ean .come back : and. make 
good, the East will follow.. My heart 
goes out to,China in her’ fight against 
a@ great race.destroyer. It is precisely 
the same fight we are making here 
against. alcohol, against venereal  dis- 
ease, but. our States have not become 
rebels, disregarding our_central. Govern- 
ment; as in China. It is the same-moral 
battle, but the method is different. We 
are all for the future... China draws 
her soul up from the past. .The appeals 
to her aficestors mixed with much po- 
litical information given these ancestors, 
and thus thrusting home a few pertinent 
truths, is new to me, thus:

FRENCH ‘AID TO WASHINGTON 





To the Editor (oa York Times: 

Will you kindly do me thé honor to 
print the following interesting informa- 
tion in regard to Rochambeau’s and 
Washington's armies, showing the splen- 
did morale and. good feeling -existing 
betwetn those forced after the Victory at 
Yorktown in'17817. The main body of 
the French army was about to sail for 
France and the First Division. under, 
Count de Rochambeau, had arrived at 
King’s Ferry from the South on Sept. 
15, 1782. The remainder followed ‘and 
the whole crossed the river and formed 
a junction with the .American: army 
under. Washington. 

Count de Rochambeau thus described 
the event: 

“General Washington,. wishingto_ tes- 
tify his respect for France and his rec-

ACHELORS who despair of finding 
‘ brides trained in the domestic arts 

“may be’ intergsted to know that 
Pratt Institute has inaugurated a course 
listed in its circulars as “Home- 
Making."* 

This branch of the work at the insti- 
tute is more familiarly spoken of as the 
“pride’s course.” In its classes young 
woren, most of ‘yWiiom are about to take 
up thé responsibilities of establishing a 
home, ‘are trained. scientifically. There 
is no age limit fot ‘applicants and no 
entrance examinations are required. : 

The day school in -its methods more 
nearly resembles that conducted in other 
lines of study, for it is carried on to a 
large extent in classrooms by means of 
lectufes, some of the demonstrations 
being given in a model house owned by 
the institute, There’ the students pre- 
pare breakfast, luncheon and dinner, 
sweep, Clean and laundtr. Between the 
day and the resident classes’ there is 
this difference, that: inthe former all 
household activities are perforfned be; 
tween 9 and 12 o'clock in ‘the morning, 
while in the 1 r instruction falls in 
the hours in which it would/ ordinarily 
take place In the dally routine of life:

The Audience Decides. 


Three or four rehearsals of an” hour 
@ach are necessary before the-actors are 
g@ufficiently ‘‘up’’ in the song. Ef they 
leave the city before the completion of 
these rehearsals the. branch of the Alley 
fm their next stand provides the finish- 
fnmg touches. This does*not:mean that 
the song will become a regular part of 
the att. If the audience receives it 
coldly it is dropped in short order. 

After a song has been published and 

the pluggers have had their innings, its 
reception by the public is studied. The 
returns in the metropolitan district aré 
‘generally regarded as barometric. If the 
@ong is taking hold here, orders are sent 
@ut to branch offices of the Alley to 
Plug the piece powerfully. 
It-takes the sale of a-million copies to 
qualify a song as a hit, according to E. 
CG. Mills, Chairman of the. Board of 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association. 
Some of the outstanding successes from 
@ standpoint of ‘circulation as cited by 
Mr. Mills include ‘‘Japanese. Sandman,” 
“* "Till We Meet Again,” ‘‘Last Night on 
the Back Porch,’’ ‘“‘“Mammy,”. ‘‘What’ll 
I Do,” “Let the Rest of the World Go 
By’ and a “Kiss in the Dark.’’ 

But a doleful note has crept into the 
Jingle of Tin Pan Alley. There’s a 
@hadow across its smiling face—cast by 
radio. Mr. Mills is authority for the 
atatement that the sales of sheet music 
Were cut 331-3 per cent. in 1924, owing 
largely to radio’s inroads. He remarked 
that when the American: people spent 


$850,000,000 on radio last year they had 


to trim other items on their amusement 
budget. In 1923 total volume of radio 
sales was $120,000,000, while in 1920 it 
Was but $2,000,000. 
Exhausting a Song’s Appeal. 

Songs that would have exceeded a 
2,000,000 circulation in previous years 
are held down to slightly more than a 
half million. This has been the experi- 
ence of several of the most prominent 
publishing houses. A spokesman for one 
concern said that the radio exhausted 
the appeal of popular songs by over- 


doing them. He said he had heard one’ 


of the most promising compositions of 
his firm played eleven times from vari- 
ous stations in a single evening. 

“The public will not buy songs that it 
ean hear/almost at will by a brief ma- 
nipulation of the radio dials,”’ le said. 
“If .we could control completely the 

casting of our ‘compositions we 
would endeavor to prevent this saturat- 
ing of the radio listeners with any par- 
ticular song. We would try to have it 
broadcast for a specified period—perhaps 
‘® month—and then have it: discontinued. 
If it had won favor, people would pur- 
chase it. Under present. conditions a 
gong is played or sung until it becomes 
@ positive bore. Too much anything 
Decomes decidedly di » and this 

is especially true of a piece of music.

_. Anthropologists have long considered 
Whe Javanese specimen to represent a 
Greature about, midway between man 
and the higher.dpes, but with the accent 
oh the human side: ‘The new ape-man 
of Taungs, Bechuanaland, has been 
christened Austrdlopithecus Africanus 
By his scientific godfather, Professor 
Raymond Dart, and given a similar in- 
termediate position, but with the accent 
on the ape. 

The story that has been flashed across 
the sea glitters in generalities and car- 
‘yles few technical details. However, it 
, @oes bear every evidence of credibility 
- @nd has already revived Darwin’s neg- 
‘Yected theory that Africa was the 
' eradle of mankind. 

This new discovery, taken in conjunc- 
ion with the finding a few years ago 
ef an especially low-browed human at 
the Broken Hill Mine in Rhodesia, 
brings the Dark Continent to the fore 
! when theories of man’s origin come un- 
der discussion. Also the earliest known 
| femains of anthropoid apes were found 
et Fayum, on the Nile, and there is the 
| outstanding fact that the two modern 
apes nearest to man, namely, the go-

step back. The general skeletal arrange- 
ment‘ of four limbs and a head attached 
to a backbone evolved very anciently. in 
an intermediate stage between fishes 
and amphibians.

Now, the superiority of man rests upon 
two things: First, upon the use of tools; 
secondly, upon the expansion of the 
mental faculties. Before tools could be 
made or used the muscles and bones had 
to be emancipated. “Before the mind 
could become more active the brain had 
to increase in size and be freed from 
the pressure of its bony case during the 
period of education, when experience 
was being registered in nerve ends: Both 
of these changes were really dependent 
upon arboreal rather than terrestrial 
life; It was in the trees that man got 
his great start, and therefore the real 
beginning of human powers should be 
studied in the early primates. This 
brings us again to America. 

The American Primates. 

The first primates are found in Amer 
ica, according to‘ highly competent. au- 
thorities in paleontological science. In- 
deed America, through lucky accidents 
of discovery, has more than her share in 
the piecemeal record of the abysmal 
past, several important innovations be- 
ing found here for the first time. But 
really the main line of change swings 
back and forth across the Atlantic via 
an ancient land bridge which connected 
North .America. and Europe—and per- 
haps across the Pacific, too, if-we knew 
the story. 


Small mammals of obsolete ofders 
lived obscurely during the Age of Rep- 
tiles in both the Eastern and Western 
Hemispheres. At the end of the 
taceous, only marsupials are ki 


which usher in teftiary time, the 
placental or breasted mammals are al- 
Teady diversified. We may infer that 
they rose during an earlier age, perhaps 
from a single source. Primates appear 
in the middle eocene beds of both North 
America and Burope. In the American 
fossil beds, located in’ Wyoming and 
neighboring States, there is evidence 
that the primate line emerged from cer- 
tain small insect-eating animals like 
tree shrews. 


The deposits of Wyoming yield a fam- 
fly of primates called the’ Notharchids. 
‘These were tree-dwellers resembling the 
modern lemurs. Here, also, in some- 
what Yater formation of the earth's 
crust, appear more advanced types: re- 
sembling the modern tarsius. This Jit- 
tle animal, which survives in Borneo, is

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hat Each One on the List Did to Win Place Among World’s Thinkers—Philosophers and Scientists 





Predominate One Artist Is Included, but No Musician, Religious Leader or Statesman. 
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By P. W. WILSON. 


HE venerable Charles W. Eliot, 
President Emeritus of Harvard 
University, has been described as 
Boston’s most illustrious living 
“Brahman,’’ but, however high 

may be his brow and profound his cul- 
ture, he displays from time to time an 
@nerring instinct for what mere news- 
Papers call ‘‘a stunt.’’ And during the, 
last day or two he has set no inconsid- 
-@rable number of millions of people in 
this and other countries talking about a 
lst of ten men—including Emerson—who, 
in his judgment, have contributed most 
ebundantly to the education of the hu- 
maa race during the last 2,300 years. 

The ten men are: 

ARISTOTLE, a philosopher. 

GALEN, a doctor. 

LEONARDO DA VINCI, an artist and 
engineer. 

JOHN MILTON, a poet. 

WILLIAM SHAKESPEARE, a dram- 
atist. 

JOHN LOCKE, an essayist. 

IMMANUEL KANT, a philosopher. 

8IR FRANCIS BACON, a’ philosopher. 

SIR ISAAC NEWTON, a mathema- 
tician. 

RALPH WALDO EMERSON, 
sayist. 

Briefly, let us state who these men are 
and what they achieved. 

ARISTOTLE—born B. C. 384—was the 
Greek philosopher in Athens; junior to 
Plato, who wrote on logic, Thetoric, nat- 
ural science, ethics “and politiés. “His 
pupils met in “the garden” of the Ly- 
ceum and, from their habit of walking 
during study, were known as the “‘peri- 
patetics.”’ 

GALEN lived in the second century, 
A. D., and was a doctor. He was the 
first physician who felt the pulse of his 
patients. While his remedies were em- 
pirical, some are used to this day. Of 
his works, actual or reputed, there are 
no fewer than 83 genuine treatises, 19 
doubtfully genuine, 45 undoubtedly spu- 
rious, 19 fragments and 15 commen- 
taries' on Hippocrates, whose oath as a 
physician is still administered to medi- 
oal students when graduating at Colum- 
bia and other medical schools.

JOHN LOCKE, the philosopher, born

inflaming thought. His “Essay on the 
Human Understanding”’ is a classic. 

IMMANUEL KANT?; born in East 
Prussia, 1724, is regarded by many au- 
thorities as the prfnce of philosophic 
speculation. He pondered deeply on the 
subtleties of human consciousness ap- 
plied to cause and effect, and analyzed 
with abstruse insight the mysteries of 
mental perception. 


Bacon’s New Attitude to Truth. 


In the Elizabethan Era, SIR FRANCIS 
BACON, Lord Chancellor, philosopher, 
master of worldly wisdom, presented to 
the world a judgment of phenomena 


own modern sense of that word. It was 

t the discoveries which he made that 
Moount for his prestige, but his atti- 
tude of mind toward discovery. 

SIR ISAAC NEWTON, born § 1642, 
formulated the laws of motion under 
gravity, separated the colors in light 
by_means of the prism, and made other 
far-reaching contributions to physical 
science. 

That EMERSON should be included 
in a list so select and so illustrious 
is a decision characteristic of Dr. Eliot’s 
refreshing courage. Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son was born in 1803. For seventy 
years he was the apostle of liberalism 
in religion, philosophy Ynd statesman- 
ship. His literary style is entirely his 
own ard leaves on the reader an in- 
effaceable impression. He lectured, 
preached, wrote, always profoundly yet 
always with a popular appeal. His 
name is as well known in old England 
as in New England—and as highly hon- 
ored. 

To this first list of superminds of the 
past 2,300 years, Dr. Eliot adds a sec- 
ond list- of ten educators, who, he 
thinks, have led humanity during the 
past 200 years. They are: 

ADAM SMITH, an economist. 

MICHAEL FARADAY, a physicist. 

JOHN STUART MILL, a philosopher 
and economist. 

WILLIAM ELLERY CHANNING, a 
preacher, 

HORACE MANN, a college President. 

HERBERT SPENCER, a philosopher. 

ERNEST RENAN, a theologian. 

CHARLES R. DARWIN, a biologist.

bactertologist.

visitors to Paris remember 
well a pleasant mansion on Ave- 
nue Gebriel whose deep lawn, dot- 
ted with ancient shade trees, is pro- 
tected, if not entirely hidden, by an 
imposing wrought iron fence. Those 
who have enjoyed the hospitality of 
this international centre remember even 
better its quiet; Old World charm, both 
inside and out. But a few short blocks 
from the French Chamber of Deputies, 
cloze to the Placé de la Concorde, the 
Interallied Union of Paris offers a 
convenient and dignified meeting place 
to travelers from all the countries of the 
‘world. This social club in the heart 
of the French capital, since its open- 
fing a few years ago has done much 
to foster cordial relations between. na- 
tions; for it is here that men whose 
thoughts, writings and words influence 
public opinion are sure to meet sooner 
or later. 

Housed in a former home of the. Baron 
@@ Rothschild, the club has an advan- 
tage of being located in a district long 
given over to private dwellings. For 
it was in the Faubourg St. Honoré on 
which the club fronts (though its back 
windows command a view of the Champs 
EXlysées) that members of the French 
pobility lived for generations. And, 
though trade is creeping in, the old pal- 
aces still stand. 

At the head of the union today is 
the commander-in-chief of the French 
Army, Marshal Foch, who has supported 
all movements of the club toward un-

The names of sovereigns, 
chiefs of state, political leaders, writers, 
financiers, business men and clubwomen 
from all over the world are listed on 
the union’s roll of three thousand mem- 
bers. Six thousand notables have been 
entertained there during the last few 
years. 

Brilliant receptions to visiting celebri- 
ties are.an important part of the so- 
cial program. Elihu Root, Secretary 
Hughes, Judge Elbert H. Gary and a 
half dozen other distinguished Ameri- 
cans were entertained in the union's 
spacious rooms last year, and there 
were pictorial festivities for the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, the American 
Legion and the Lafayette Flying 
Squadron on their respective visits. 
Popular concerts and theatrical per- 
formances given by members of the 
Comédie Francaise enliven Symmer 
nights when the vast gardens of. the 
old house are festooned with colored 
lights, and member guests and their 
families meet informally French mem- 
bers and their families. Women mem- 
bers are sponsored by the wives of the 
several Ambassadors, and it is many 
of these women who have helped make 
the entertainments and receptions of the 
union among the most notable in Paris. 

The international character of the 
union and its situation in a city to 
which all the world goes at some time 
or other affords an unusual opportunity 
for an interchange of thoughts and 
ideas on subjects about which there are 
apt to be doubts and misgivings ,when 
first-hand information is lacking.- The 
Interallied Union of Paris provides a 
good plaée to get at least some > of this 
information.

Still, there 
are certain questions that inevitably 
arise on Dr. Eliot’s selections. — 

In all. such canonizations the fun be- 
gins when you consider the names that 
have been left out, For instance, in this 
case none of the awards in either lst 
is conferred on a woman. This means 
that, over periods respectively of 2,300 
and 200 years, not one woman, however 
immortal, has “‘led forth’? the race to a 
more abundant life as successfully as 
the least immortal of these nineteen 
men. It is a question that perhaps 
might be debated by Smith, Bryn Mawr 
and Vassar against the entrenched mas- 
culinity of Harvard, Yale and Prince- 
ton. It is not merely that women have 
furnished fewer of the educators than 
men. Asa sex they are odliterated; and 
* is in the United States, of all cotin- 
tries, that this challenging conclusion is 
announced, 

The view of a woman’s place in the 
scheme of things, which was sometimes 
indicated by St. Paul, is thus upheld. 
Sappho, Florence Nightingale, Madame 
Curie, Elizabeth Barrett Browning, 
George Eliot, Mary Pickford and Lady 
Astor are told, politely but firmly, that 
they are ineligible for ParnazBsus. In 


their distinctive point of view there is. 


nothing for which man would exchange, 
let us say, the speculations of-Immaauel 


Emerson appears twice in these Lists. 
Would he not be ready to give up hie 
less prominent seat to a lady? And 
why should not another lady be offered 
one of the two places reserved for Bacon 
and Shakespeare who, on a census, 
count as one? 

It may be only a coincidence but, none- 
theless, is it a fact that out of the nine- 
teen supermen of the mind no fewer 
than thirteen are Anglo-Saxon by 
race—namely, Milton, Shakespeare, 
Locke, Bacon, Newton, Adam Smith, 
Faraday, Mill, Channing, Horace Mann, 





Spencer, Darwin and Emerson? Indeed, } 
the German philosopher Kent. was of 
Scottish descent, making a fourteenth 
supermind of British extraction. The 
others are Aristotle and Galen, two 
Greeks; Renan and Pasteur, two French- 
men, and da Vinci, an Italian. 

For those of us who believe in the 
dominance of the Nordic, that is as it 
shpuld be. But will the Anglo-Saxon 
claim be admitted by the rest of the 
world? What will France say about 
the elimination of Rousseau? How will 
Italy take the omission of Mazzini? Did 
not Germany give us Goethe? And India 
Gandhi? And Russia Tolstoy? To what 
extent is it a fact that two-thirds of the 
world’s education has been due to the 
English-speaking peoples? 

Three Not Oollege Men. 

By universities the Anglo-Saxons are 
distributed thus: 

Cambridge, Hngland—Bacon, Newton, 
Milton and Darwin. 

Oxford, England—Adam Smith and 
Locke. 

Harvam, U.-S. A.—Emerson and Chan- 
ning. 

Brown, U. 5S. A.—Horace Mann. 

No university—Mill, Spencer and Fara- 
day. 

It will thus be seen that Yale and 
Princeton do not appear in the list, and 
that three of the. most distinguished 
educators had the advantage of escap- 
ing college altogether. Faraday, Mill 
and Spencer are monuments of what a 
man gains when his education is -un- 
spoilt by ‘any faculty except his own. 
They taught others because they had 
to learn everything themselves. 

As a loyal Bostonian, Dr; Eliot is not 
untouched by the local patriotism of a 
lifelong* New Englander. Out of hfs 
ten recent educators of mankind, no 
fewer than three—Emerson, Channing 
and Mann—are of those intellectuals of 
Massachusetts. and Rhode Island who 
should be ‘‘weighed, not cqunted.”” And 


in the more august catalogue that car- 
ries us back to the days of Confucius. 

Let us next consider the basis on 
which the various claims of these nine- 
teen superminds will be found to rest. 
They may be divided thus inte groups: 

Abstract philosophy: Aristotle, Locke, 
Kant, Bacon, Emerson, Adam Smith, 
Mill, Channing and Spencer. 

Medicine: Galien and Pasteur. 

Art: da Vinci. . 

Poetry: Milton. 

Drama: Shakespeare. 

Science: Newton, Faraday and Dar 
win. 

Education : Horace Mann. 

Theology: Renan. 

It will thus be seen that out of nine- 
teen educators who, in Dr. Elfot’s opin- 
jon, have rendered supreme service ‘to 
the mind of our race, no fewer than 
nine,’ or practically one-half, have been 
abstract philosophers, of whom most, 
if not all, may be described as apostles 
of pure reason. And it is only because 
Renan is elsewhere classified as a theo- 
logian that the number is not ten, or a 
clear. majority over. all other groups 
combined. There can be no doubt here 
that the highbrow in Dr. Eliot has tri- 
umphed. 

The only question is whether ea list 
that includes ten philosophers might not 
have contained one historian, say Gib- 
bon or Motley. It has often been con- 
sidered that history has an educative 
value. Is it wholly wise to suggest to 
the youth and beauty of our universi- 
ties and colleges that speculations and 
theories are enough in themselves with- 
out a knowledge of the human drama 
as a background? Were not some, at 
least, of these philosophers woefully 
deaf and blind to the actualities of the 
real life that surged around them? 

Again, is not narrative also a part of 
education? We have Milton and Shake- 
speare as the only poets sufficiently edu- 
cative to rank with the philosophers,

teller—say, Homer, or Dickens, or Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne—who deéscribes hu- 
man life as it is lived, not in heaven, 
not in hell, not“in the Garden of Eden, 
not even in the library, but ‘on this 
planet. The writings of Gorky, let us 
Say, are crude in their realism, but are 
they not among the many demands by 
the common people that, in education, 
their voice also shall be heard? 
Leonardo da Vinci was, of course, a 
painter,.a sculptor, an architect and an 
engineer. In his case, therefore, Dr. 
Eliot has, as it were, killed several birds 
with one stone. But here, again, the 
question arises whether, in a Hall of 
Fame that contains ten philosophers, 
only one niche should have been allo- 
cated to the masters of form and color 
to whose pens, pencils,. brushes. and 


chisels we owe the expression of beauty | 


in the world around us. 

As education, music, apparently, is ex- 
cluded. We must listen to lectures by 
Locke,. Darwin and Spencer. But Han- 
del, Bach, Beethoyen, Wagner and 
Tchaikovsky are not admitted to the 
universal curriculum. Whether a sym- 
phony is or is not as important to the 
human spirit as a syllogism might be 
another subject for academic debate, 
After all, it was Shakespeare himself— 
one of Dr. Hiliot’s major Ten—who 
wrote: 


The man that hath no music in himself, 
Nor is not moved with concord of sweet

Three Physical Scientists. 


In these lists we find the names of 
three physical scientists. Im the choice 
of scientists, of course, every one will 
show his preference. All of Dr. Eliot’s 
scientists are British—Sir Isaac Newton 
winning with his three laws of motion 
over Galileo and his famous pendulum 
at Pisa. In the annals.of electrical 
reseafch, Faraday, of course, stands sec~ 
ond to none; and: Darwin expounded the 
doctrine known as the evolution of spe- 
cies—a subject on Which Dr. Eliot should 
consult William Jennings Bryan. It is, 
of course, a fact that eVolution as Spen- 
cer and Darwin understood the term 
has, like other articles of faith, been 
somewhat revised by scientific modern- 
ists of a later day. And one assumes 
that Dr.: Eliot does not offer these writ- 


doctor’s degree. It is Darwin as a stim- 
ulus that he values. 

Horace Mann, an educator, was born 
at Franklin; Mass., and: after a distin- 
guished career in. that State entered 
Congress, becoming finally the President 
of Antioch College in Ohio. In the 


With Froebel, Armstrong, 
Arnold, Thring and other masters of and 
pioneers in. education he holds an hon-

To summarize -what Dr. Eliot’s ten 
philosophers taught is impossible. John 
Stuart Mill was, of.course, the apostle 
of individualism. Herbert Spencer ap- 
plied the word evolution not to animals 
alone but to life as a whole. It is, per- 
haps, a fair remark that the bili of fare 
somewhat lacks variety. It is a ban- 
quet, but it consists of meat, It may 
be beef, it may he mutton, but it is 
never fish and never oysters or ice 
cream, 

Mid@ie Ages Slighted. : 

Next, it is to be observed that be- 
tween Galen and da Vinci—about twelve 
centuries or half the entire period -under 
review—Dr. Eliot does not'find one pre- 
eminent educator, not even Abélard or 
Dante. A student who confined himself 
to these philosophers would scarcely 
know that the Middle Ages existed. For 
da Vinci was of the Renaissance and a 
classical. Such a student would be like 
a tourist in London whose. guide-book 
only mentions St. Paul's. Imagine his 
astonishment, one day, at the discovery 
of Westminster Abbey! 

Mijl and Spencer were not the only 
people who opened England’s eyes to 
truth and beauty. While they were 
placidly speculating, England was con-

ARMY OF NEW YORK ‘WORKERS 


WHITE GARMENTS: 





MONG the routine thirigs prescribed 
by the manual of life in New York 
City is a dress parade for every 

day. True, it ts not a military affair 
in any sense. It is reviewed by no Gen: 
eral or.Chief of Staff, and the troops 
are scattered in a thousand places. But 
every day millions of people in this town 
act as inspection officers to a large 
army of men and women who every 
morning put on special uniforms, mostly” 
white, to serve our needs as bakers, bar- 
bers, butchers, milkmen, chemists, den- 
tists, druggists, doctors, hospital attend- 
ants, grocers, waiters and manicurists, 
The size of the army can bé roughly es- |. 
timated from the fact that it requires 
for its daily use at least 50,000 coats, 
60,000 aprons, 100,000 kitchen towels, 
10,000 pairs of trousers, 10,000 caps and | 
10,000 dresses, 

Unlike other troops in service, this 
probably largest standing army of New 
York knows no compulsion in the mat- 
ter of uniforms. It may or it may not 
wear them; as it pleases. Only in the! 
case of two classes of workers does the 
code of the Department of Health pro- 
vide for the wearing of a particular kind 
of working outfit during the perform- 
ance of their duties. Attendants of pub- 
lic barber shops, hairdressing establish- 
ments and manicuring and beauty par- 
lors are required to wear ‘‘a clean, 
washable outer coat or uniform having 
“full-length sleeves." Also in public 
eating places the law commands that 
‘all persons preparing or handling food 
or drink shall wear. clean, weshable 
outer garments.” Outside these two 
groups the use of uniforms is purely 
voluntary. 

This use is ‘extensive and the choice of 
garments in the vast majority of casés 
is white because of thé progress of san- 
itation and hygiene. The relationship 
between professional cleanliness and 
public Health is generally accepted as 
self-evident. Things that help the sani- 
tary performance of 4 servicé-are now 
regarded and demanded as a natural 
part of the service itself.

Heretofore the Riffians 
have never been a united people: They 
Wére nomadic tribes who inhabited the 
miountainous strip or wedge between the 
southern borders of Spain’s protectorate 
and the northern boundaries of the 
Ffench zone. They have always fought 
among themselves. 


‘Oné must go back in the history of 
Spain’s administration of her protec- 
terate in Morocco to understand some 
of the causes of the present hostilities. 

The treaty of Algeciras in 1907, while 
allocating to France a protectorate over 
Northwestern Morocco, a great strip of 
fertile © agricultural land stretching 
across the continent, imposed on Spain 
the nécessity of pacifying the tribes oc- 

the mountainous strip of coast 
line which the treaty gave over to her 
administration. It is a narrow belt some 
one hundred miles wide, extending in 
an irregular line from below Tangier on 
the west to Tetvan and Melilla and the 
mouth of the Montouya River on the 
east. The mountainous nature of this 
country has created difficilties fronr 
the first. Problems had to be met with 
which the French did not have to cope 
on their broad, almost unbroken, coastal 
plain, where they could more easily 
bala their army bases and conduct mil- 
itary operations. 

The French, according to the terms of 
the treaty, recognized the nominal power 
of the Sultan.

Invasion of Interior. 


The army, after having established a 
base on the coast at Ceuta, proceeded to 
invade the hinterland. They built a 
string of blockhouses on the hills. They 
chose positions of no military value, 
such as small outposts garrisoned by a 
few men. Isolated, in a hostile country, 
these posts. were immediately besieged.

Early Lamp Probiems. 


John Howell went and saw. Elec- 
tricity had fascinated him in college, 
perhaps because so little was known 
about it. He returned to Stevens and 
wrote the first recorded thesis on “The 
Vacuum Lamp.’ By 1881 he had joined 
the Edison staff as a technician. The 
men in the little workshop called him 
“the Professor.”’ 

Bdison, meariwhfile, had taken two long 
steps forward. His earliest ‘Dottles’’ 
had been in two pieces, cemented to- 
gether, the idea being that when the 
frail’ filament: of carbonized bamboo 
fibre burned out, the halvés of the lamp 
could be pried apart, a-new filament 
inserted, the lamp re‘exhausted and the 
glass made to d6 service dgain: A per- 
fect vacuum in such’a lamp was impos- 
sible. Reluctantly, therefore, Mr.‘ Edison 
gave up the praiseworthy notion of sav- 
ing -glass and adopted the one-piece 
bulb?"

When that 
machinery had crossed the ocean and 
been installed at Harrison, the last 
ounce of- quicksilver went out of the 
factory—and the sale of the discarded 
stuff paid the whole cost of converting 
the factory to the new method. 


Many Times a Pioneer. 


Mr. Howell’s- work in. tmproving that 
method until one pump today will ex- 
haust 300 lamps an hour, as against the 
old rate of one lamp in five hours, is 
one of the ‘‘contributions toward the 
development of the incandescent lamp’’ 
for which he is now honored by. the 
electrical world. Another is a method 
of making a cellulose filament to take 
the place of the hand-made filament of 
bamboo. It enables ten persons to do 
the work that oncej required 850. 

It wes. Mr. Howell, again, who. 
bronght the first tungsten lamps to 
America, Four inventors in Germany 
Claimed ‘the discovery. Howell bought 
the American rights of all four of them, 
left them to fight out their quarrel in 
the German courts and sailed‘ for home. 
He came down. the gangplank carrying 
those first tungsten: lamps in his hands;

“In 1912 civic organizations, the public 
the State’s Attorney, alive to the 
rotten conditions in the city, started a 
campaign of reform. All credit is due 
to their efforts. In twenty-four hours 
most of the houses in Chicago's vice 
district were closed up. Warrants were 
issued, and people were told in simple 
language that they had to get out. They 
scattered and were absorbed. I am not 
gullible enough to believe that they dis- 
appeared. At any rate, they stopped 
operating on a protected system. Here 
and there a house was reported, and if a 
police captain was honest he could close 
it. As a rule he did. Public conscience 
Was awakened, and he ran too many 
chances of Deing caught if he didn’t play 
straight. 

“For a number of years things were 
quiet. I do not say that Chicago was 
pure as a lily, but Chicago was no worse 
than other cities and was in many re- 
spects better. The old‘idea of lawful tol- 
eration had been temporarily scotched, 
you see. Then came the prohibition law, 
and with it, I am sorry to say, came a 
Telapse to conditions not similar: to the 
old days, perhaps, but equallx wcious. 
People observed the prohibition law the 
first year after it was passed. That was 
true of the ordinary citizen as well as 
of the man and woman who had been 
active members of the underworld.

“Officers of the law were not unmind- 
ful of what was going on, but they 
blinked their eyes and continued walk- 
ing their beats or watching their blot- 
ters. There was nothing to report, and 
the reason can be surmised. 


“Aware of the fact that the under- 
world was again running on a basis 
of protection fully 200 vice resorts 
were established by a ‘vice syndicate,’ 
many members of which were officers 
in the brewing interests. They felt se- 
cure. Payment’ for one kind of protec- 
tion would insure protection of other 
kinds. Immense profits were: gathered 
from this side-line. Money was run- 
ning freely. 

“‘Whenever money is free inthe under- 
world it/means gambling. Here was a 





lucrative field. Gamblers drifted back 
to their old haunts. At. the same time 
that beer was raeing through the City 
of Chicago and vice resorts weré re- 
sponding te the old call the sound of 
the wheel: and the chips was - again 
heard. As much as $100,000 was known 
to change hands in a night. 
‘‘Those were the conditions when the 
présent Administration came intg office.

William E. Dever; Mayor of Chicago.

“It had to’be done.’’ There, it seems, 
lies the keynote 6f *his work. 


Mayor Dever was born in Woburn, 
Mass. His father had a small leather 
establishment. Young Dever was sent 
to public school, then went to work in 


leather, and he speaks of his knowledge 
of the trade with pride. 

Until he was 20 he worked for 
He went West for a -while, 
returned,-married a girl from New Xork 
State. When he was 24 he went 
to Chicago. His wife. read of an 
evening college where men could train 
themselves for better work. She agpoke |‘ 
to her husband about it, and young 
Dever went to make inquiries. The next 
evening -he was studying law. All the 
time he was preparing for the bar he 
held on* to his leather currying job. 
Two and a half years after that eve- 
ning he, was .practicing his new pro- 
fession. : 


His entrance into politics was as, acci- 
dental. as that into law. - He attended a 
political meeting in his ward, the 
Seventeenth, where. Morris O’Connor 
was the boss. He went. with some other 
young men to have a good time rather 
than to take part. Half as a4 joke, his 
friends -urged him to make a’ speech. 
Catching their spirit of raillery he 
obliged.. Having nothing to lose and 
seeking to gain nothing, he found fault 
with the nominee O’Connor was think- 
ing of putting over as Alderman ‘and 
announced himself as candidate for the 
office.~There must have been some- 
thing in the young man’s mettle, for 
O’Connor did not take the procedure 
entirely as a joke. 

Two years ‘later young Dever was 
elected Aldernian on. the. Democratic 
ticket. He stayed in the City. Council 
as Alderman for ten years and, then 
was elected to the bench, where he offi- 
ciated for fourteen years; seven years 
in the trial court and seven in the ap- 
pellate. From there’ he came to the 
Mayor’s chair. 


“Conditions,” said . Mayor Dever, 
‘were bad in almost all the departments 
of the city government. The finances 
of the city were and are in a bad shape. 
Chicago is growing at the rate of 72,000" 
people a year, but we don’t seem to be 
getting any more money out of them. 
We have to go slow on city expansion 
work to meet the needs of the growing 
community. The slack must be_ taken 
up somewhere. Meanwhile departments 
that need money—School, Fire, Public 
Works—have to suffer. .Notwithstanding’ 
that the per capita debt of Chicago is 
lower than that-of any other. city its 
size, 

“One of the first things that greeted

Chicago was said to be organized, in 
districts where every; “wad ‘was ‘pro- 
tected. * I appointed an A. Collins 
Superintendent of Pelled. He is a man 
of many years of service and has a 
splendid record. ~ Together with this, I 
inaugurated two new police’ offices, 
Deputy Superintendents,, and appointed 
gine men to fill them. I then called in 
all the heads of police and spoke to 
them frankly.. My. order was to clean 
up Chicago: «The men agreed that Chi- 
cago needed cleaning. That much-clear, 
I told them to go ahead. 

“The Black and Tan resorts were one 
of the first to.g6. Those are the places

Everyaone knows that a gambling house 
cannot operate if the police are on the 
job. .They’re not all closed yet, but 
sugh gambling as remains is done 
furtively. ‘The big places are gone. 

“Getting the little places, restaurants 
and soft-drink parlors—saloons really— 
was the’next job. There were thousands 
of these. I counted nineteen of them 
near my home in ~ district\dry Yn the 
pre-Volstead days, by which I mean a 
restricted district where a saloon could 
not be opéned. There they were, selling 
liquor on a soft-drink license under the 
guise of eating places, coffee shops, 
soda fountains. I knew, too, that many 
of the new plumbing shops, millinery 
stores and undertaking parlors tn the 
neighborhood: were wearing fals@ fronts 
behind which a merry traffic was going 
on. It wasn’t- hard to. get evidence 
against them. They: were so accus- 
tomed to’protection that. they sold their 
stuff freely.

“During the month of Senteqber and 


October, 1923, we revoked’ .150 to 180 
licenses a day. | That meant a legal 
fight, to start with, but we won. There 
was_a. question whether or not the 
Mayor had the right to revoke licenses. 
After much legal‘ floundering it was 
agreed he had. : } 

“To all appearances and with certain 
good. results the ‘police were on the 
job. Yet one very important detail they 
seemed to forget, namely; the breweries. 
These’ had been bought up from the 
fine old German families: whd had 
closed them when the amendment went 
into effect. The present owners were 
gentlemen of the underworld from the 
East and from Chicago. Chicago, you 
understand, is advantageously situated 
for criminal pursuits as -well as for 
legitimate business. Twenty - seven 
transeontMhental railroads goming from 
all parts. of the country have _ their 
terminals here. They bring good things 
and bad. The prohibition amendment 
seemed to magnetize this city for- all/ 
former police chafacters. 


*‘When I came into bffice they thought 
a new book would be mate; the Repub- 
licans _were going out, the Democrats 
were coming in. They continued mak- 
ing their beer, which they sold at enor- 
mous profits, It _wasn’t good Beer 
either. The technicians of the old 
brewery days went out with the closing 
of the legal breweries, Yet this ‘beer 
was strong, and men were willing to 
pay govd prices for it. The -profits 
filled the pockets of. the new owners, 
who, knowing that their work was 
illegal, distributed some ‘of their cash 
where it would do the most good. Every- 
body in anv way connected with ‘the 
business—and that included some of our 
police force—was. looking for. easy 
‘money. 

"The police order went out to close 
soft-drink establishments, so-called. The 
various ‘factions operating in districts 
which: they contrelled-with guns began 
fighting one another, believing that_rival 
groups had betrayed them to the law. 
That wasn’t so at all, They didn’t need 
betraying. Watching a brewery for a 
day was all the evidence we needed. 
Street fights and street murders be- 
came common.”’ :

Police Check on Police: 

“Again a program of city:cleaning set 
in. This time most of the police officers 
actually did thefr job. They watched 
breweries night ‘and day. Patroimen 
went in every hour to see what was be- 
ing. done.- Trucks were followed and 
searched. Extra squads were organized 
by “Mr. Collins’s office to watch-the po- 
lice guards at the breweries. ‘Only last 
June such a squad swooped down on 
a’ brewery and arrésted.-forty of Chi- 
cago’s choicest criminal . beer-runners. 
Several truckloads, of beer were con- 
fiscated and turned over to the Federal 
prohibition officers, A few weeks ago 
those forty men entered pleas of guliity 
and received either-heavy fines. or. jail 
sentences. 

“Our ‘program of setting one group 
of officers to watch another eventually 
cleaned up the ‘Polite Department. _ 
called in six policé captains and asked 
for their resignations. They ‘tefused.: 
‘Good,’ T’ said. . ‘We'll’ give you a ‘trial.’ 
The next day. brought their resigna- 
tions. The upshot of it was that eleven 
captains and scores of lower officers 
and patrolmen were discharged.’’ 

According .to Superintendent. Collins, 
the number of mén discharged goes as 
high as 400. There ard about 6,000 men 
on the Chicago. police force.

Must Balance Budget First. 

“Our first :duty,’”’ President Cajles ‘told 
me his first week in office, “is to live 
within our. income. Before we can move 
in any. other. direction we. must, balance 
eur budget, With the economies pro- 
jected and already initiated we hope to. 
do this within six. months. Then we 
shall proceed to carry, dut our ‘construc-. 
tive revolutionary program, thé Yedémp- 
tion ‘of our masses in ‘country and ‘city, 
économically, physicalfy, intellectually.’ 

Ong, of President Calles's pet projects 
is the creation..of a. national bank in 
Mexico. ‘I believe we can establish it 
inside of a year,"’ he told me, “and 
without borrowing a centave abroad for 
the purpose. I am unalterably opposed 
to further. geriéra] Jeans. Each lean 
merely adds to the weight of the burden. 
now hanging around Mexico’s. neck, 
Moreover, we do not need to borrow. 
By proper administration we ean finance 
eurselves."’ 

I ‘inquired about: the payment on the 
foreign debt provided “for under the 
Lamont-de la Huerta ‘agreement, but 
suspended when the latter’s looting of 
the-national Treasury and. his subse- 
quent rebellion put the country in bank- 
Fuptcy. 

“Of course ‘we shall pay our debts and 
every just obligation that Mexico has 
ever incurred,"’ the President replied at 
ence. “The resumption of payments 
awaits only the moment when eur in- 
eeme exceeds our-current expenditures 
sufficiently.” 

At present the. prospect for Calles’s 
first year is that’ eurrent expenditures 
will require about $206,000,000  (Mexi- 
can), that interest. and amortization on 
the foreign debt will be: $34,000,000, and: 
that. the national incomé, as nearly as 
ean be lated, will by @ slight mar- 
gin exceed the sum of these two obliga- 
tions..j Meanwhile the Joint Claims Com- 
missieners are getting to work. Mexico's 
financial credit ‘has every prospect of 

being’ rehabilitated. 

' “The basic ideals of our revelution 
have been accepted by an “overwhelming. 
majority of the Mexiean people,’”’ Presi- 
dent Calles said to me, as ‘we were sail- 
fng southward from New’ Orleans, ‘‘but 
_ the transformation of these abstract 
' principles into living -realities remains 
te be accomplished. That is-the task 
te which our administration will dedi- 
' eate its every energy.” 

Now, specifically, how has President 
Callies proceeded?! - 

Economic Fr m Next, 

He made a clean sweep of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in charge of the 
supremely important agrarian referm, 
end Mexice, let it be remembered, is 
ehiefly an agricultural country. Some- 
what simplified, the situation as he 
found it was as follows: 

Under the revolutionary Constitution 
ef 1917 and various laws passed just 
before and since which aimed te embody 
the popular desire in respect to land, a 
small. parcel of ground, varying in size, 
according to location and fertility, was 
to be convéyed to every man anxious to 
eultivate it—who wanted, in other 
words, to work for himself. ‘The revo- 
iy‘4en.’" as President Callies expressed 
nm, “has broken the physical chains of 
slavery. Politically the peon is free,

This land is obtained in various- ways. 
First, the communal lands around the 
native villages are to be restored. These 
are lands which have been each commy- 
nity’s inalienable possession from before 
the Spanish Conquest. They were gener- 
ally respected as such through the three 
eenturies of Spanish rul¢, but were 
taken from the villages under, the Diaz 
Government to force the peons to work 
on the estates of the land batons. Séc-

owned and controlled by absenteés, need 
not be seriously affected by slicing off 
a few thousand acres: Mexico is a Pela- 
tively .empty . country—there is. land 
aplenty for all, if the division .were 
equitable. Laws passed during the. past 
ten years to meét problems as they 
arose aimed to protect against possible 
abuses *in the-reapportionment. It, was 
sought, for instance, to prevent land in 
cultivation from being touched; to ex- 
empt property with buildings and _irri- 
gation works; never to molest smaller 
properties, and, on the other hand, to 
givé the peons land near their habita- 
tion and land that was not hopelessly 
sterile. 
Few Peens Got Land. 

Yet tor the last six Years all these re- 

ons have been honored in the 
breach. The fatal Mexican heritage of 
viewing public office as a perquisite got 
in. -its..deadly., work, General Antonio 
Villareal, Obregén’s first Secretary, of 
Agriculture, sought to build himself? 4 
political machine, and when in conse- 
quence he was removed from office he 
took the first opportunity to join a re- 
bellion against the’ Government. His 
suecessor, de Negri, though personally 
loyal, ,permitted every conceivable abuse 
by subordinates. At present a relatively 
Small number of peons have their land; 
but enough damage has been dene te the 
great productive areas, either by stupid 
partition of them or by the threat to do 
so, seriously to impair the production of 
food commodities on which Mexico de- 
pends And failing te produce which she 
must import. 

Now, all this was wholly unnecessary. 
The land distribution should and ceuld 
have been managed toe as to increase 
rather than to diminish produetion. The 
simplest form of abuse was te make the 


Lmatter.in a given locality dependent on 


the payment of a price. Landholders 
would be threatened with a ruinous and 
probably illegal partition, then ‘‘shaken 
dewn'’ as the price of avoiding it. 
Meanwhile villages clearly entitled to 
their ewn lands under the law would be 
denied them aaa result of convenience 
betw the Jandholders and officials. 
Sémetimes the Villagers, maddened by 
repeated <digillusionment’ and fraud, 
would take ‘the matter into their own 
Wands and take forcible possession of 
such lands as théy theught they -were 
entitled to.er whieh they wanted. In 
ether .instanees the ‘landholders _ were 
Powerful enough to take the law into 
their hands and, through armed retain- 
ers or by an arrangement with the local 
commander of the Federal forces, forei- 
bly dispossess peons from lands legally 
awarded them. And violence bred. vio- 
lence. The situation was further com- 
plicated by a. variety of other. factors, 
among which may be cited the conflict 
of State and Federal agrarian laws, the 
action of the judiciary, which frequently 
overruled the decisions of the National 
Agrarian Commission—often fer a con- 
sideration—by padded listing of land- 
seeking villagers and incompetent or 
dishonest surveying. As the situation 
now stands, it is a Gordian knot which 
ean be cut as soon as honesty, good-will 
and efficiency are applied, and net be- 
fere.. To do this is President Calles’s 
determination. 


Padded Government Payrolls. 

“‘We have squandered’ vast sums to 
reach the present unsatisfactory status,’ 
he. teld me, ‘In the Seeretaria of Agri- 
culture alone there were thirty autemo- 
biles bought and maintained at the ex- 
Pense of the Gevernment, ceuntiess enr 
gineers who were supposed te be expert 
surveyors but were appointed pyrely for 
political reasons, and numerous useless 
inspectors. We shall cut all that off at 
once. I estimate we can save nearly 
4,000,000 pesos in that office at the very 
least and do the work more efficiently."' 

The reduced budget is now in effect 
and a young engineer, Luis L. Léon, who 
is eager to make his reputation, is in 
charge.

In the world of commerce a similar 
determination’ to get down to brass’ 
tacks is apparent.

An End te Railway .Passes. 

There was' the free railroad pass, Its 
uge, or rather abuse, had assumed enor- 
mous proportions.

The, robbery of the stage 
was but ond of hundreds of exploits 
by the brothers and their band. There 
is a song, a sort of interminable chanty, 
eentaining some seventy stanzas, eele- 
brating the deeds of Frank and Jesse 
James. It runs like this:

The romange of the cave region of |. 
Kentucky dates back to the earliest | 
settlement of the State. Buried geld, 
relies of prehistorig races, eyeless fish, 
blind crickets ‘and crawfish, the heauty 
ef the glittering stalgetites, bones of 
dead men «and attimals, and ancient 
‘weapons found in these caverns were 
more than enough to fire the imag- 
ination of the enterprising youth of the 
countrys oy:

Four years! later a military board; 
consisting of MajorsGen. Lassiter, Gen- 
eral Heintzelman, General Drum and 
General Wells, investigated the aeronau- 
tical situation and declared “an alarm- 
ing condition in the Air Service exists, 
due to shortage of flying personnel and 
‘equipment, which, if allowed to continue, 
will very soon cause this 4mportant 
combatant arm. to reach a condition 
which will cause it to be negligible as 
being any national defense.”’ 

The board added that ‘‘the aircraft 
industry in the United States at pres- 
ent ig, entirely inadequate to meet peace 
and ‘wartime requirement.*- It ‘is rapidly 
diminishing and will soon practically 

disappear.’’ . This report was not -pub- 
lished for a year. Conditions’ in the 
Naval Air Service are believed to be at 
least as unsatisfactory; but the navy 
has kept secret the details: of ‘its ‘air 
operations, and, so far as possible, is 
still doing. so. 

Mitchell, who commanded. the air 
forces of: the First.and Second Armies 
during the final battles in Frarice, has 
long, been an advocate of a urtited ser- 
vice. - His testimony before! the House 
committee was an indictment of the 
whole scheme of training and handling 
fliers in the army. as well as the navy.

In the rough it looked 
like a piece. of ice and weighed three- 
querters ofa pound.

ae Why the Conference Failed. 


After many attempts lat compromise 
end after proclaiming that the confer- 
ence’ was incompetent to deal with In- 
dia’s internal traffic in opium, Viscount 
Cecil finally offered on behalf of Britain 
te suppress smoking within” fifteen 
years, the period to begin when China 
had so curtailed her crép es to elimi- 
mate serious danger of smuggling. ‘Mr. 
Porter said this would be of no use; 
that thy only course’ Was: for the powers 
te stop smoking in thelr colonies and 
then to attack production. This was 
the impasse that endéd the meeting so 
far as the Americans were concerned. 
“Qpium production and sale are Gov- 
ernment monopolies in the British, 
Dutch and French possessions, and 
these States derive from.them revenues 
/ that vary from about 3 per cent. of the 
total public income in the case of India, 
to 20 per cent. in the case ‘of French 
Indo-China. 
From the Dardanelles to the Yellow

Suggestion that if the Government of- 
fered lower prices to growers of the.

“This statement has been interpreted 
as an admission that the evil could 
be curtailed if the British Government 
were willing to sacrifice its income from 
it. For when the ‘Reforma’ act of 1919, 
the so-called ‘Montagu plan, went into 
effect in India, one of the matters re- 
served to the control of the Imperial 
Government was the cultivation, manu- 
facture and sale.of opium. 

Viscount Cecil told the Genéva confer- 
ence that the opium evil had decreased 
in the Kast until. the recrudescence of 
4+ growing in China, He cited the seizure 
of $45 drug-carrying ships in Malaya in 
eight months of 1924 and the ‘smuggling 
into Hongkong, which, -he said, was as 
great in quantity as Government sales, 
as evidence that China’s surplus of the 
narcotic was a menace. to the entire 
Bast. 


How China Was Dragsed. 


When tactless New Englanders te- 
mind Southerners that their fathers 
owned slaves, the retort is made: “Your 
grandfathérs ‘sold them to them.” To 
the Europeans who point a ‘polite but 
aceusing finger at China because of her 
present abandon in growing ‘and smok- 
ing the poppy milk, China might reply: 
“Your grandfathers’ were responsible.” 
For India was the great source of sup- 
ply from which China drugged herself 
in the days when she was acquiring the 
opium habit, and it was British and 
Portuguese traders who- poured the nar- 
cotic into that vast market as fast as it 
would take it, and. much faster than the 
Chinese Government liked. 


“Moreover; "when China, in 1917, after 
ten years of heroic struggle, had almost 
shaken herself free from the drug, the 
Shanghai Opfum Combine came along 
With $30,000,000 worth of the poisog 
and, by virtue of a@ treaty with Great 
Britain which . kept (three Chinese 
provinces open to the opium traffic, sold 
the cargo. The Chinese Government 
bought the drug and destroyed it, re« 
tusing. an offer of the Combine of 
$16,000,000 for the right to continue the: 
traffic for’ another nine months, 


The British Government dig not asalst 
thé Opium Combine in its effort to pre- 
vent China’s self-salvation, though the 
company .appealed to the’ Foreign Of- 
‘fice, as many British opium dealers had 
done before with better success. Great 
Britain did encourage China through 
seven of the tem. years of her. internal 
clean-up, agreeing to reduce Indian 
opium shipments to China 10 per cent. 
a year during that period. Without this 
assistance China could nét have 
achieved anything like the great prog- 
ress she mad. in that decade to escape 
from the spell of the poppy. 


The White Man’s Profit. 


Before this abortive- reform, however,

There 
are no opium shops or smoking rooms 
there, and 15,000 Chinese coolies work 
in, Japan without opium, though it has 
often been’ argued that they will not 
work in.Dutch or French colonies with- 
-out ‘it. ‘For sixty years importation for 
any but medicinal uses has been for- 
bidden: 'an@d:'apparently prevented. In 
Formdsa, which Japan annexed in 1895 
the habit has been rigidly controll 
through registration of addicts and pro- 
hibition of seles to others. Before long 
this ‘colony ‘wili be as free of opium 
as Japan. . 

The United States, followed a similar 
course if the Philippines, prohibiting 
the use of the drug excepting by. physi- 
cians. The Dutch delegate at Genév 
asserted that more opium was smug- 
gied into the Philippines than into the 
Dutch East Indies. It is conceded there 
is some bootlegging, but the traffic has 
been reduced. 


Difficulties of Curtalling Production. 


The economic difficulties of curtailing 
production of the poppy in countries 
where it has become an institution were 
presented to the conference by the Per- 
sian delegate, among others.: He said 
some nationg-had reduced their crops, 
but. that on the whele the evil was 
growing worse, the output increasing in:

Attracts Wide Interest. 

This beok is the first of several pro- 
jected steps toward the education of the 
parent who wants to be educated. An- 
other study is being prepared on the 
child and hig relations to his honie. 
Meanwhile the firat-volume is being read 
at. lamplight time all over! the: country. 
According to the spokesmen of the Chil- 
dren’s Foundation a definite public of 
parents has already shoyn an interest 
in parenthood as a job study. 

The National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers is building a program of study 
based on the book. The Child Welfare 
Committee of the General Federation of 
‘Women's Clubs ia. putting it te similar 
use. Papg is showing his interest also; 
the International Kiwanis and the Inter- 
national Rotary organizations are calling 
the work to the attention of their-mem- 
bers. The Catholic Welfare Council and 
the national headquarters of the Presby- 
terian, Methodist and Baptist Churches 
are taking a Hke interest. Professors at 
Columbia and New York University have 
urged it on their students; it has been 
used asa k at Summer schools 
for teachers, including Columbia Uni- 
versity. It wasn’t written for teachers, 
but a hundred’ normal schools are using 
it, besides ‘individual teachers who want 
to know where education stands today 
but who can’t.go to Summer courses. 

The work started because one business 
man found that other business men; 
though they might dote on their chil- 
dren, didn’t know much about young- 
sters and their problems. He is Lewis 
®, Myers, the foundation’s President. 
He is @ manufacturer, one phase of 
whose activities kept him in touch with 
educational developments. He found that 
never before was the child being studied 
as today, and that never before was tn¢q 
ordinary’parent less aware of it. He 
saw an increasingly complex civilization 
making. new problems and pense be 
old ones; and the business acquaiftance 
who told him fond papa anecdotes was 
bifasfully unaware of what they meant 
when: they chanced to have significance. 

Parents as \Troublemakers. 

He thought that parental good inten- 
tions’ ‘were not enough, so he brought 
about the foundation and its first report, 
in which one of the sixteen contributors 
(authorities all of them): points out that 
thé parental instinct cah not only make 
tronblé for latter-day individuals but is 


so unreliable that whole peoples make a pa 


custom of killing off their children just. 
to get rid of them, : 
The experimental and field work was 


being done by thé{specialists, but Mr, 
Myers felt that it.was not getting across this 


where ‘it was most needed—to the lay- 
man. So he laid aside $50,000 and the 
foundation camé into being ds a sort of 
clearing house, an endowment of an idea 
instead of a building. 

For the work itself the foundation 
went-to the experts.

Phonograph records of statistics, in- 
Gluding market reports and baseball 
scores, show that they require about 
125 words a minute for rate delivery 
and an ‘announcer who can enunciate 
clearly. 

Another question under diaiasion 
was, ‘‘Should a dialect work against an 
announcer?’ The‘best example of a 
dialect is the announcer at Atlanta, Ga., 
who has made the radio audience 
throughout’ the United States and Can- 
ada familiar with the Southern drawl. 
The consensus of opinion was that the 
Southern drawl may be all right for an 
announcer in Georgia, but it might not 


‘be popular with New England .listeners 


if radiated from a Boston station, and 
likewise the Yankee accent might not 


pe entertaining in the South. 


Robert Borden, instructor’ of New 
York University, said that incorrect 
breathing, which leads to. separation 
and ‘‘ahs’’ between words, and groping 
for words, causing an arbitrary increase 
in volume, aré’two of the faults of many 
announcers. Two leading New York 
announcers were detected and. ampli- 
fied to illustrate this point. 


Analysis of the Report. 

An analysis of the committee's report 
indicated that the ideal radio announcer 
should introduce marked changes in rate 
pace into his announcements, and - he 
should have a voice of low middle range. 


A seprano voice received twenty-one 


credits out of a possible eighty-four, A 
voice with low middle range received 
sixty-seven credits. Marked pitch and 
stress variations were favored by the 
committee. 

After listening to records of numerous 
types. of radic announcers, the.committee

quency amplificationy Sensitivity of a 
set is also dependent on the efficiency 
of the detector. A radio frequency set 
employing a crystal detector would not 
be as sensitive as if the same set used 
@ vacuum tube detector,’ because the 
tube detector changes a much greater 
percentage of current to, audible fre- 
quencies than does a crystal detector: 

At the present time nearly everybody 
who wants a radio receiving set desires 
to hear distant. stations and wants to 
hear them.with good volume. To fill 
these requirements it is necessary to 
have a sensitive set. It is possible to 
pass both audio and radio frequency 
currents through the same tubes, as is 
done in the inverse duplex and reflex 
circuits, thus effecting economy in tubes. 
It might seem: at first-to be impossible 
to make a tube amplify currents of dif- 
ferent frequencies at the same time, but 
it is perfectly analogous to the case of 
the diaphr of a telephone receiver 
or loudspeaker, which responds to the

\ David Grimes invented the system of

,| current at a radio frequency, he put the 
} audio currents through the amplifier 


‘tubes backward, going from the last to 


‘}the first tube. This balances the load 


on all the tubes, makes the circuit stable 
and increases the efficiency of the radio 
and audio frequency: circuits. 

The greatest advantage of the inverse 
duplex and reflex is economy in. tubes 
and batteries. Even though a.tube Is 
used to amplify. two different currents 
at the same time it draws no more. cur- 
rent ‘from the “‘B” battery than if it 
were used to amplify only one current. 
This is due to the fact that the plate 
current drawn by a’ tube>is dependent 
on the resistance between the plate and 
filament. When the filament of a tube 
is lit, -electrons, negative particles of 
electricity, are emanated, and if the 
plate battery is connected, with the posi- 
tive side to the plate, these electrons 
will be attracted to the plate, thus form- 
ing a path for the “B” battery current. 
This electron path betweenthe filament 
and plate has a definite resistance, and 
in the case of the present-day amplifier 
tubes this resistance is between 20,000 
and 60,000 ohms, depending on the plate 
battery. voltage. Even though the cur 
rent being amplified makes a variation 
in the plate current,.this variation goes 
both positive and negative in relation to 
the steady plate current, so the average 
current is of no greater intensity whether 
a. current. is being amplified or not. Thid 
alsd holds true even. though several cur- 
rents are being amplified in the same 
tbe ‘at the same time, When a tube 
can be used to amplify two ciirrents: at 
the gamé time, as is done in the inverse 
duplex and reflex,-a definite saving can 
be made in both the plate and filament 
batteries, because fewer tubes are needed 
to do the work. This is an important 
consideration, because the life of a ‘’B”’ 
battery ts decreased in greater propor- 
tion than the number of tubes used. For 
example, the “‘B’’ batteries for a _ set

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PHONES FOR ANGORA. 


Swedish Company to-Install System 
in Turkish Capital. 


The L. M. Ericsson Telephone Com- 
pany of Sweden has procured a monop- 
oly of telephone construction in’ Angora, 
the new Turkish capital in Asia Minor, 
it was learned yesterday, and will pro- 
ceed to install a modern system there, 
consisting of 1,200 lines, of which 600 
are to be installed immediately. In addi- 
tion, the company has obtained similar 
monopolies in Hang-chow, the capital of 
the Chinese Province of Chekiang, and 
in Southern jltaly and Sicily, where the 
_concession fis to run for fifty years. 
Ericsson engineers will also act as 
advisers to other Italian districts. 

In Turkey, the telegraph and telephone 

ce is a public monopoly, and the 
contract for telephones at Angora was 
negotiated -between the. Turkish offi- 
cials and the Swedish-Oriental 3 
Company of Constantinople, which rep- 
resented the Swedish manufacturers. 
The Chinese order was likewise obtained 
through an’ intermediary, the Ekman 
Foreign Agencies, Ltd.. of Shanghai.

e Turkish. Hang-chow now has ‘about 
350,000 inhabitants and its foreign trade 
amounts to about 30,000,000 taels per 
annum.

Five 
years of trial have proved the worth 
to the worker, to the contractor and to 
the owner, as indicated by the National 
Board of Jurisdictional Awards in the 
, Building Industry. 

As a result of the findings of the 


- egmmittee, just made public, the Engi- 
_-*meering Council will continue its affilia- 


tion with the board, to which it has 
reappointed as its representative Ru- 


‘dolph P. Miller of New York City, for- 


{mer superintendent of buildings in Man- 


_ hattan. 


The committee, of which 'W. E. Bryan, 
representing the Associated Engineering 
Societies of St. Louis, is Chairman, as- 
serts that the board, which settles dis- 
‘putes among unions in the ~ building 
trade, has, during the five years of its 
existence ‘‘performed a valuable ser- 
vice, the benefits of which have accrued 
not only’ to labor, the contractor, and 


" the building owner, but to the public 


as well.’’ 

The work of the beard. according to 
the committee, has- been of definite ad- 
vantage to that large branch. of om 
engineering profession engaged in ‘ 
design and construction of building p 
ects, The board’s decisions, it is said, 
have helped materially to stabilize build- 
ing conditions, and have encouraged the 
_investment df new capital in the indus- 


was A

The point had been: raised among the 
engineers, the report says, that the 
board makes decisions which seemingly 
dictate the conditions under which men 
may or may not work. 

‘*The committee feels,’’ the report con- 
tinues, 4‘that the broad basic question 


sof_labor unionism is not involved. The 


situation is one which involves a con- 
dition and not a theory. Any attempt 
to restrict the rights of men to work 
comes from the union “as an act prece~ 
dent to the disputes which are appealed 
to the board. 

“The board is a judicial body and 


. has no power to coerce individuals con- 


‘cerned in fits decisions. As a matter 
of fact, the labor organizations have 
voluntarily made themselves amenable 
to the decisions of.the board and have, 


“practically without exception, complied 
“with its findings. 


“The committee believes at en- 
gimeers and architects are fitted both 
‘by training and by the nature of their 
service in industry -to exercise the 
‘Jadicial function in such matters, They 
occupy an impartial position, con- 
‘cerned with correct technical procedure 


‘and effective execution. 


“The fact that the labor unions have 
almost universally accepted the deci- 
sions of the board indicates their faith 


’ 4n the engineeting profession. The-com- 


~~ 


mittee—believes that the American En- 
gineering Council cannot afford to over- 
look this evidence of good faith. It in- 
dicates a capacity to rezider public ser- 
vice which is too important to be dis- 
»Tegarded.”” 

Evidence gathered by the committee 
indicated that the board had effectively 
, Feduced the loss due to risdictional 
‘strikes. to a comparatively negligible 
figure. 

“It is evident,"’ the committee de- 
clares, ‘“‘that organized labor in the 
building industry is behind the board. 
With the exception of the carpenters, 
the labor unions have practically in 
every case complied with the decisions 
of the board.’’ 

Of the seventeen unions affiliated 
with the Building Department of the 
‘ American Federation of Labor, only 
one, the Carpentérs’ Union, declined to 
be bound by decisions of the. board. 
The Carpenters’ Union, as a conse- 
quence, has been expelled from the 
Building Department. 

“The board, it is pointed out, has ad: 
hered to the stipulation of. the con- 
tractors that it shall not be used to 
further trade unionism in open shop 
territory nor to restrict the use of build- 
_ ing materials manufactured by non- 
union labor. 

“The board takes no initiative in juris- 
‘dictional matters but only acts at the 
request of labor unions having juris- 
dictional disputes to settle. The board 
does not function except in cases where 
*union labor is employed and cannot 


*'eonsider disputes involving non-union 


_labor.

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HE announcement by P. J. Morrin,

The strike came out of a clear sky, so 
far as the industry is concerned, and 
was the first upheaval in labor relations 
since the sporadic attempt of the me- 
tallic lathers’ foremen to demand a 
wage scale commensurate with the pay 
that was, being given to some members 
of that organization by. employers, 
namely, a sum greater than $63.25 a 
week, the standard rate. 

Strikes’ May Delay Completion. 

The latest complaint of labor, accord- 
ing to The Record and Guide, is directed 
against operations employing non-union 
mechanics and is a resumption of the 
walkout that took placé last Summer. 

While it is believed that none of the 
big construction developments in New 
York will be delayed by the movement, 
it is expected that work will be tempo- 
rarily held up on fire-escapes, elevator 
enclosures, iron stairways and such grill 
contracts as. are being carried out by 
ornamental iron workers. 

The strike of the derrickmen will af- 
fect the hoisting of stone, which will 
have a tendency to interfere with the 





laying of brick. The riggers are vital to 


the installation of boilers, ~ tanks al 
machinery. : i 

It is reported that some of the leading 
general contractors in the city will be 
hurt by the strike, but up to, late last 
week none had made public the cessa- 
tion of work on their contracts. 

Inquiries at the offices of the Iron 
League and the Building Trade Employ- 
ers’ Association could bring forth no in- 
formation as to settlements or confer- 
ences. It has always been the policy of. 
the league to have no meetings with 
strikes, and this policy will no doubt mI 
continued -in. the présent disturhance. - 

January building contracts in New 
York State and Northern New Jersey 
amounted to $110,770,900, according to’ 
Dodge Reports. This' was an increase 
of nearly.10 per cent. over December 
and nearly a per cent. over January, 
1924. 

Included. in last month’s total were 
$45,601,900, or 41 per cent. of all con- 
struction, for residential building; $34,- 
923,800, or 32 per cent., for commercial 
buildings; $6,915,800, or 6 per cent., for 
religious and memorial buildings (in- 
cluding the contract for the nave of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine); 
$5,486,500,-or 5. per cent., for educational 
buildings; $5,144,700, or 5 per cent., for 
industrial buildings, and | $5,075,300, 
nearly 5 per cent., for public works and 
utilities. 

Contemplated new work reported last 
month amounted to $143,704,400, which 
was 40 per cent. under the amount re- 
ported in the previous January. 

Material Prices Firm. 


Building material prices did not de- 
scend during the cold spells, as the vol- 
ume and value of improvements sched- 
uled for immediate execution prévented 
any reductions. 

As a matter of record, quotations 
remained ‘firm and: what - fluctuations 
occurred. were. seasonal and not indica- 
tive of any general downward trend. 
Common brick is selling at $15 per ‘thou- 
sand. alongside dock to dealers, and 
there is no sign of a shortage at present. 





THE FIRST DUPLEX HOUSE. 





The old Knickerbocker . apartment 
house on the southeast corner of Fifth 
Avenue and Twenty-eighth Street, sold 
last week through, John M: Thompson 
&-Co: for the 247 Fifth Avenue Com- 
pany to Daniel H. Jackson, has an in- 
teresting history. The property has a) 
frontage of 86.10 feet on Fifth, Avenue 
and 125. feet deep on Twenty-elghth 
Street. The building is eleven stories 
high, with three stores, and contains 
twenty-seven duplex apartments, rent- 
ing for approximately $125,000: per year. 

This building was’ the’ first duplex 


apartment house built in New York City |: 


and the third cooperative apartment 
house, In 1880 the Rev. Jared B. Flagg 
built the first cooperdtive apartment 
house on West Fifty-seventh Street east 
of Carnegie Hall. It proved such a suc- 
cess that he built a similar one on the 
northeast corner of Madison Avenue 
and Thirtieth Street, recently torn down. 
His son, Ernest Flagg, an architect, con- 
ceived the idea of a duplex apartment 
house and bought a plot on the south- 
east corner of Fifth Avenue and Twen- 
ty-eighth Street.. He designed the inte- 
rior arrangements and the building was 
constructed under the supervision of 
Charles W. Clinton, afterward of. the 
firm of ‘Clinton & Russell. 

The Record and Guide of Nov. 24, 
1883, said: 

“The @uplex nystenn 95-1 te terpied; or 
some modification of it, is very desira- 
ble for economizing space. There is no 
need of the bedroom and kitchen being 
as high as the pariors, library,’ dining 
and other rooms. The edifices at the 
corner of Fifth Avenue and Twenty- 
eighth Street and Madison Avenue and 

“Street are full of instruction

The house was conducted ‘on the co- 
operative plan-until about 1906 or 1907, 
when it was purchased by. E. Bacon, 
and it was held by him and his estate 


‘until 1920, when it was transferred to

Mr. Flagg stated that at thé time of 





‘| bis purchase in 1881 he paid $455,000 for 


the land and sold it to the operating 
company for $500,000, the building cost- 
ing another $500,000, a total cost of 
$1,000,000.

TO CONSIDER NEW BILLS. 


Legislative Committee of State Real- 
tors Meets Feb. 18.

“Schools Transport 500,000 


Children Daily With Only 
‘Minor. Accidents. 


Their Advantages Over Horse- 
Drawn Vehicles Are Pointed Out 
by Bureau of Education. 


A plea for the safé transportation of 
children to and from country school 
' Kouses is contained in a monograph by 
J. ¥. Abel, assistant specialist in rural 
education, and published recently in a- 
Bureau of Education bulletin. 

“‘The record of pupil transportation in 
the fifty-four years that it has been 
| carried on is a fine one,” says the 
' writer. ‘‘In some sections large num- 
| bers of children, have been transported 
‘ for many years with no injury, or at 
| most only minor injuries, to any child. 
, At is inevitable that, of the half million 
©r more pupils that are. transported 
daily, a. few will be injured, but the 
mumber can and-must be kept at a 
Minimum. Be as’ sure as.is humanly 
possible that no child gets hurt while 
being taken to or from school. Children 
should be as safe in the school bus as 
they are in the schoolroom. 

“One of the first questions to arise 
in connection. with transportation is 
whether the administrative sehool unit, 
district, town, or county, shall own and 
operate its own buses or.wagons and 
hire drivers or shall let contracts at a 
certain amount per day, per route or 
per pupil to persons who agree to fur- 
nish all the means of transportation. 

“In either case the school should be 
responsible for the welfare.of the chil- 
dren from the time they leave their 
homes in the morning until they are 
returned in the evening. If contracts 
are let, it is the duty of the board to 
gee that they go to responsible, careful 
persons who have the confidence and 
respect of the community and, who can 
give a sufficient bond for the faithful 
performance of the contract during’ the 
entire time it is to run. 

“The automobile has almost entirely 
displaced the horse and buggy as a 
means of conveyance. The auto bus 
is very rapidly taking the place of the 
school van. Auto buses can go nearly 
anywhere that horse-drawn vehicles can 
go. The children are taken to and from. 
school more rapidly in them and are 
more comfortable while in transit. The 
school can serve a larger area if autos 
are used and for that reason can be a 
stronger school. Few, if any, manu- 
facturers are now making school wag- 
ons; many motor companies are de- 
veloping strong, comfortable school 
buses. Where it is practicable to use 
motor buses, they should be used in 
preference to horse-drawn vehicles. 

“The Superintendent or Principal of 
a single school system, or County Super- 
intendent when there is a county sys- 
tem of transportation, should have con- 
trol of the transportation’ just as he 
has of the school or schools. It is 
properly a part of his business. On 
him should rest the responsibility for 
all the administrative details such as 
planning routes, arranging time sched- 
ules, selecting buses or wagons, nomi- 
nating drivers, approving bills, drawing 
contracts, requiring reports and doing 
other things of like nature. School 
boards that keep the control of the 
pupil transportation out of the hands 
of the Principal or Superintendent are 
not following the most successful prac- 
tice. 

“A schedule should be arranged giv- 
ing in detail the ‘time each bus is to 
be at the homes and at -the school 
building. Copies of the time schedules 
should be in the hands of the Super- 
intendent, the teachers and the drivers 
and a copy of the one in effect for 
any particular home sent to that home. 
Parents should, be notified promptly of 
any change in the schedule. 

“Children should be in transit to and 
from school not more than one hour 
each way. A better time limit is forty- 
five minutes. They should arrive at 


the school grounds not more than fif- 
teen minutes before opening time and

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HOW TO PRUNE APPLE TREES 


Ten-Year Experiments Conducted 
by State Agricultural Station. 


Apple trees which have been carefully 
selected “and pruned when set in the 
orchard require very little pruning for 
several years, and usually do best when 
trained so that’ the lowest branches are 
not more than twenty inches from the 
ground, is the opinion expressed Sy hor- 
ticulturists at the New York State Ag- 
Yricultural Experiment Station at Gen- 
eva, where an extensive pruning experi~ 
ment with apples has been in progress. 
for more than ten years. So striking 
have been the results obtained in these 
tests that the station officials are now’ 
making use of them as a basis for rec- 
ommendations to fruit growers as to the 
best pruning practices. The experiments 
are to be continued over a period of- 
years to study the cumulative effects of 
the various methods. 

‘"The trees in this experiment were set 
in two’ parallel rows. running north and 
south across the orchard,’’ says a recent 
statement by the station authorities. 
“Nine varieties of apples, six trees each, 


were included inthe experiments,.as fol- 
lows: Baldwin, Boiken, Esopus, Hub- 
bardston, McIntosh, Northern. Spy, 
Rhode mo tng ees Rome* Beauty 
and Tompkins ng. 

‘“‘The portion of the orchard which was 
lightly pruned contained trees which 
were for the most part stockier in trunks 
and branches, developed a greater bear- 
ing area, usually bloomed earlier in life

and more profusely, and generally set 
fruit earlier and in greater quantity 
than did the trees that were heavily 
pruned, although heavily pruned trees 
of Baldwin,’ Boiken, Hubbardston and 
Tompkins King have yielded more fruit.

“With reference to the relative value 
of low and_high heading of apple trees, 
the trees in this experiment which were 
trained to low heads were from one to 
three years ahead of the high~headed 
trees in point of size and vigor within a 
few years after setting in the orchard. 
High-headed trees were also less stocky 
in trunk and branches, with the result 
that they were twisted and bent badly 
by the wind. _Low-headed trees had 
large-bearing areas, and they were also 
more amena>dle to orchard operations, 
such as pruning, spraying and harvest-, 
ing the fruit. There seemed to be no 
difference between high and low headed 
trees so far as the practice affected any 
of the. fruit characters.’’ ‘
